Surgical dress- 
rig making carries with it the

ealth those wounded on the field of 
attle. The hundreds on hundreds of 
housands of dressings made by the 
aithful workers are all of them need- 
d, and thousands on thousands more 
7111 be needed and must be made. As 
ong as the war lasts there will be 
eed for knitters and surgical dress- 
ngs makers, and the work they do 
/111 win for them the thanks and the 
desslngs of the men at the front. 

But those who sew are also doing a 
teeded and blessed work and doing 
t persistently and patiently although 
he outside world knows comparative- 
y little about it. Any man who has 
Veen ill or hurt and put into fresh 
lean pajamas, or shirt, and tucked In 
between cool, clean sheets, knows the 
inspeakable comfort and sense of rest 
hat comes when he is so cared for. 
f any men on earth deserve to know 
tuch comfort and rest it is the men 
who have gone forth to fight the 
battle for those at home, and it is to 
issure it to them that women war 
vorkers sew day in and day out. It 
8 to assure it to all of our boys who 
leed it that the Newton Branch of the 
lied Cross and affiliated societies ask 
nore women to join them in sewing. 

Since the beginning of the war the 
Newton BraV/ch of the Red Cross has 
stood first in sewing among all the 
Dranches of the Boston Metropolitan 
Chapter of the Red Cross, and the 
work of the Newton Red Cross and its 
ifflliated societies has put the city at 
the head of all the cities that sur- 
round Boston. This is a record of 
which to be proud and also a record 
to be maintained until the war shall 
have ended with the victory of the Al- 
lied Forces which are fighting the war 
for civilization. To get an idea of 
what the women of Newton are doing 
in the way of sewing, here are some of 
the articles that went to make up the 
total of nearly 7000 sewed articles 
turned in in the month of March: Of 
bags there were 3094; blankets 11; 
bloomers 18; boottees 31; chemises 5; 
covers, for hot! bottles and for 

tumblers 315; drawers 11; dresses 29; 
dresses for children 4; garments for 
children 14; nightgowns 2; handker- 
chiefs. 1188; bed jackets 26; kits 511; 
layettes 1; mops 5; pajamas 287; pet- 
ticoats 36; pillows 172; shirts 20; sur- 
gical shirts 295; surgical shirts for 
the helpless, 4; undershirts 42; 
jjkirts 1; vests 15. Every one of these 
articles was needed and the demand 
for all of them will be greater as the 
war goes on. 

Now that the soldiers who have 
gone from Newton are many of them 
in the very heart" of the struggle that 
is going on on the western front, the 
need for all the sewed hospital arti- 
cles that Newton can send forward is 
an appeal from Newton men at the 
front to the Newton people at home. 
It is Newton’s call to Newton, Ameri- 


ca’s call to America. No one doubts 
the call will be answered if once the 
women of Newton realize the call is 
made. The difficulty is to make them 
realize it. 

The Newton Red Cross and its affil- 
iated societies are asked now by the 
government to work at sewing as they 
have never worked before. Under the 
regulations the work must be done in 
the war workrooms, under supervis- 
ion and direction, in order that all of 
it may be according to the standards 
established by the government. The 
workrooms in tjie different villages 
are equipped with machines, many 
with electric motors, and the condi- 
tions under which the work is carried 
on is of the pleasantest. The work 
goes on every week-day, except Sat- 
urdays. morning and afternoon, and 
the call now sent out is for enough 
volunteers to keep all the machines 
going all the time. The garments to 
he made are all cut ready to be sewed 
together, and the work is of a kind 
that almost any woman can do. 

During the vtinter many women 
have attended regularly club meet- 
ings at which there have been papers 
on civic work and discussions on the 
work women can do in the world. 
Many women there are who take a 
pride in having the blood of the colo- 
nists or the heroes of the Revolution 
in their veins. What better way to 
show that the spirit, os well as the 
blood of the fathers, still persists than 
to take part in the war work of today 
with the same high-heartedness and 
determination with which they took 
part in the work of establishing the 
country and securing for it its inde r 
pendenee? Discussions and papers 
are good, but the thing that counts is 
doing today the work of today. Re- 
member, too. that posterity should 
have the right to look back with pride 
to it.s ancestors who are living their 
lives today just as those of today have 
the right to look back with pride to 
their ancestors who lived in the days 
of the nation’s birth and early strug- 
gled 

In all wars, women have a great 
stake, but in no war have they had a 
greater one than in the present. To 
keep from our shores the horrors, 
life outrages, and the brutalities which 
women of Europe have suffered from 
the Huns, Newton boys are fighting 
along with those from Britain and 
France and Italy. It is their right to 
expect. that if they are wounded in the 
fight the' women at home will sec to it 
they do not lack for hospital comforts. 
The Newton war workrooms need 
many more women r , to do sowing If 
Newton. iis to. do iU^ portjaa \\ shbpld. 

As Rudvard Kipling puis it!.’ in the 
poem the Liberty Bond advertisements 
have spread broadcost: — 

Peter twirled the jangling keys in 
weariness and wrath. 

“Ye have rend, ye have heard, ye have 
thought.” he said, “and the tale 
is yet to run; 

By the worth of the body that once ye 
had, give answer — what ha’ ye

Last Monday’s concert, April 29, at 
Bray Hall, by George Copeland, In aid 
of the Newton South Allies Relief, 
was the musical event of the season. 

Mr. Copeland is recognized this 
country over as the "Aladdin” of the 
piano. Musical critics everywhere 
join in acclaiming him the foremost 
interpreter we have of Debussy. 

His program of Monday, however, 
marked him as a pianist without limi- 
tation. The first half consisted of 
compositions by Beethoven, Bach, 
Scarlatti. Chopin and MacDowell. 
Certainly this list of composers shows 
his ability to interpret not only com- 
positions of modern trend, but also 
those of the masters. 

The last half of Mr. Copeland’s pro- 
gram afforded him an opportunity to 
revel in Just such things as he loves 
to play — Debussy, Grovlez, Zuera, Al- 
beniz and Chabrier. It is certainly 
true that no other pianist has his ex- 
quisite touch or his perfect sense of 
rhythm as displayed in the Spanish 
dances — and he revealed the beauties 
of the Bach “Bourree” and the Scar- 
latti and Chopin groups in a manner 
consummate. In the first movement 
of the MacDowell “Tragic Sonata” Mr. 
Copeland delighted the lovers of the 
heroic in pianoforte playing.

America. 

He is survived by a widow and three 
daughters. Mrs. Walter E. Hills 
(Beulah Bailey) of Newton Centre, 
the Misses Leah and Eva Bailey of 
Newton, and one son. Mr. H. Esmond 
Bailey of Brookline. 

Funeral services were held from 
his late residence on Surrey road on 
Tuesday afternoon. Rev. Harry Lutz, 
pastor of the Channing Church, offi- 
ciating. and the interment was in 
Newton Centre.

DEATH OF LIEUT. JORDAN 


Full details of a tragedy which re- 
sulted in the death of Lieut. Lewis 
Sidney Jordan, U.S.N., off the coast of 
Mexico, have been revealed by Capt. 
Andrew Martin of the Pacific Mail 
Company. Lieutenant Jordan was 
Captain Martin’s brother-in-law and 
son of the late Capt. Fred Jordan, bar 
pilot. 

In command of the tug Undaunted, 
which had been requisitioned by the 
Navy Department, Lieutenant Jordan 
left a Pacific coast port with three big 
barges in tow. On March 14, during 
a spell of weather, one of the haw- 
sers became jammed and the safety 
of the barges demanded that instant 
action be taken. 

After the crew had failed to relieve 
the jam, the commander left his posi- 
tion and, grasping a bar. managed to 
free the lines 

Compelled to assume a dangerous 
and awkward position, the officer was 
unable to get clear when the big haw- 
ser straightened into position. The 
bar was jammed into a vital part of 
Jordan's body. Death followed short- 
ly afterward. 

.“Lew” Jordan, as the hero was us- 
ually designated here, was familiar to 
thousands of San Franciscans and 
travelers who had journeyed on the 
Pacific. He was at one time in com- 
mand of the steamship Maripsoa. and 
had the reputation of never asking 
one of his crew to perform a task 
which he was not himself ready to do. 
His passing has added another name 
to the growing list of local men who 
have sacrificed their lives since the 
beginning of the war. 

Lieutenant Jordan was a grandson 
of the late Allen Jordan of Newton 
Lower Falls.

AUBURNDALE STUDY CLUB 


The Auburndale Study Club held its 
April meeting April 23, at the residence 
or Mr. and Mrs. Albion L. Cummings, 
Hancock street. 

The speaker was Dr. C. C. Carspens, 
president of the Society of the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children. He anal- 
Ized the alms of charitable institutions, 
dividing them into two general groups, 
and emphasized the importance of in- 
vestigation on the part of contributors 
to the maintenance of such Institutions 
in order to ascertain whether the so- 
ciety to receive a donation is doing 
really ameliorative work or whether 
it is "tiding a family over into next 
week’s misery.” _ One group offers help 
of a purely temporary character which 
promotes negligence, deadens self- 
pride and respect, and may cause am- 
bition and Initiative to die completely. 
The other group is moved by a motive 
to work lasting good In the family 
needing assistance. Its first effort is 
to investigate the causes that have led 
to the condition of helplessness and 
remove or correct them. 

Dr. Carspens ably illustrated his 
point by citing a case which came to 
his attention several years ago. A fam- 
ily of eleven had dropped in sad 
straights due to the intemperance and 
idleness of the father. The mother 
tried in vain to provide food and cloth- 
ing for the children. Her efforts be- 
ing futile, she accepted gifts of food 
and money from churches and some 
benevolent societies. In time she lost 
her fighting spirit. Her husband contin- 
ued to drink heavily and the continual 
strife against him and her misfor- 
tunes deadened her finer sensibilities. 
She Ifypealed to charitable institutions 
for help and to a large extent received 
help In money. When this case came 
under Dr. Carspen’s observation an 
agent was sent to investigate. The 
mdther was frankly surprised not to 
get money at the first visit. She did 
get good advice — such as to call to 
her mind her own sense of responsi- 
bility. In time the father was made 
to turn-about, get work, keep it and 
stay sober. Today that family com- 
mands the self-respect of the com- 
munity, in which it dwells.

JUNK LICENSES AND SALARIES 

Aldermen Debate These Subfects at Meeting 
on Monday Evening 


WEIGH THE BABIES 


An important and interesting meet- 
ing of the aldermen took place Mon- 
day night, with only two members ab- 
sent, Aldermen Early and Blake. In 
! the absence of President Early, vice- 
President Harriman conducted the 
business of the evening. 

The first business of the evening 
was the election of an alderman-at- 
large from ward 6 to take the place of 
Alderman Morton C. Tuttle, who re- 
signed on account of war work at 
Washington. 

Alderman Clark presented the name 
of Mr. Hermon Holt, Jr., of Newton 
Centre, as the nominee selected by 
the ward 6 Republican committee, but 
took especial pains to state that Mr. 
Holt was not his personal choice, al- 
though he refrained from making any 
other nomination. Mr. Holt was then 
unanimously elected to fill the va- 
cancy. 

The hoard spent nearly an hour in 
deciding the question of granting a 
junk license to N. Lipschitz, as rec- 
ommended by a majority of the Li- 
cense committee}, and then refused 
to grant the license by a vote of 4 to 
13, two members of the committee 
turning against their own recommen- 
dation. 

The opposition to the license was 
led by Alderman Carter of Ward 2. 
who went at length into the so-called 
gentlemen's agreement of some years 
ago that only 20 junk licenses were to 
be granted, and enlarged upon the un- 
just discrimination whereby ward 2 
was the domicile of 17 of the junk 
men at the present time. Alderman 
Hapgood stated that his views on the 
matter had been changed on account 
of the opinion of the city solicitor that 
a resident from other places could 
come into Newton and buy junk from 
the local junkmen, or other persons, 
and it was unjust to refuse to one of 
our own citizens a license to take 
junk, not from house to house, but 
solely from other junk collectors, and 
with a strict condition that no junk 
was to be stored or kept on his own 
premises. The city solicitor was 
called into the debate and said that, 
if persons made a regular business of 
collecting junk, even when called 
on by citizens or others, a jury would 
probably decide that he was engaged 
in the junk business and needed a li- 
cense. He thought it would be un- 
safe .for Mr. Lipschitz to do business 
without a junk license*-' The ' license 
was then refdSedJ bsqqoih ti 

Another interesting feature of the 
evening was Ahe debate on the matter 
of granting increases of salary to the 
.city treasurer, street and water com- 
missioners. This order had been 
passed at the last meeting, but Al- 
derman Whidden had filed a notice of 
a motion to reconsider, and came to 
the meeting fullv primed to have the 
matter reopened and thrashed out. 
He made a long speech on the matter, 
saying that the board had not been 
furnished with all the information it 
should have had on the matter, and 
stated that he had compiled a list of 
22 officials and clerks who deserved 
an increase in pay, adding about $3000 
to the budget. Alderman Angier re- 
minded the board that Finance com- 
mittee had invited each member to 
attend any of its meetings, and it was 
well known that the committee was 


considering the salary question. They 
had given a great deal of time and 
thought to the matter and had pre- 
sented the result to the board. He 
opposed reconsideration, but it was 
carried through and the whole ques- 
tion recommitted to the Finance com- 
mittee, with instructions to invite the 
entire board when it considered the 
matter. 

Mr. W. H. Cooley appeared on the 
matter of extending a sewer in Cen- 
tral street, but didn’t know whether 
or not he wanted to object. 

Mayor Childs sent in recommenda- 
tions for a driveway at the new Wa- 
ban fire station; for $675 for garden 
work in the school department; for 
$17,000 additional /for fuel for the 
schools; for $500 for Sewer Unclassi- 
fied account; and for $175 additional 
for laborers' pensions, all of which 
were approved. He also recommend 
ed $310 for completion of a fence at 
the Crafts street yard; for $1000 for 
use of the Newton Company State 
Guard; for $250 to reinsure the Oak 
Hill sclioolhouse; and recommending 
authorizing a drain from 620 Walnut 
street into Bulloughs pond. 

Communications were received 
from the Committee on War Efficiency 
relative to discouraging public im- 
provements until after the war, and 
from Governor McCall, designating 
April 27 as Bird day. 

Petitions of A. D. Dowd and S. W. 
Tucker for auctioneers’ licenses, of 
J. F. Thompson for a wagon license, 
M. S. Fraser for a truck license, F. L. 
Crawford for a truck license, the In 
terstate Hotel Company for a victual 
ler’s license on River path, of J. T. 
Burns to move a small building on 
Commonwealth avenue and Manet 
road, and Masten & Wells to discharge 
fireworks for trial purposes on Need- 
ham street, various permits for pri- 
vate garages and apportionment of 
certain betterment assessments were 
granted. Other petitions were received 
from Morris Greenwald for transfer 
of his junk license, of the Gas Light 
Company to dig up certain streets, of 
the Tel. and Edison companies (or 
joint pole on Chestnfct street, the Edi- 
son Company for attachments on 
Crafts street, and relocation on 
Broadway, for street sprinkling on 
Islington road, for a sewer in Eliot 
avenue, for the laying out of More- 
land t aYBnu^, fob kia^klWS“Jih ‘jdlrirtc 
street and .♦Fifritttt road, frdm EHd^fct 
Sullivan to abate a sewer assessment 
on Keefe avenue, of the Telephone 
company for attachments on Suffolk 
road, and of several retired police of- 
ficers for a higher rate of pension. 

On recommendations of committees 
hearings were assigned on the laying 
put of Furber lane and Devon street; 
un<ler the betterment act, for laying a 
drain off Rowe street; for a sewer in 
Warwick road, and for establishing a 
building line on Kent road and cer- 
tain other streets.

Campaign To Be Started Here in Near 
Future 


The Children’s Bureau at Washing- 
ton is asking for a nation-wide weigh- 
ing and measuring test of all children 
In the country up to the age of five 
years. The test is a spring inventory 
of the welfare of the nation's children. 
About three hundred thousand chil- 
dren under the age of five years die 
every year In the United States. Au- 
thorities agree that at least one-half 
of these deaths could be prevented If 
knowledge of modern methods of 
child care and facilities for following 
out the direction of skilled specialists 
were accessible to all children instead 
of to a few. England and France have 
realized that work for better children 
is vital war work; In fact, England 
has proved the value of her efforts by 
bringing down her baby death rate to 
the lowest point in her history. If 
America can prevent the death of one 
hundred thousand children during the 
coming year she will show her ability 
to get for her children a better chance 
for life and health, and she will onrn 
the right, to call the second year of 
the war her great children’s year. 
Surely a nation’s greatest asset is its 
children. 

Weight and height are a rough index 
of the health of the growing child. 
More than two million babies in town 
and country, rich and poor, well and 
sickly, will be tipping the scales and 
measuring up to the yardstick In re- 
sponse to the request from the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau. Thousands of commu- 
nities in the United States will have 
the opportunity of finding out whether 
their children are well born and well 
cared for. thus offering a starting 
point for bettering conditions which 
affect children’s welfare. 

Newton means to shoulder her re- 
sponsibility in the matter of doing her 
best for her babies. The work of (be 
weighing and measuring test is in 
charge of the local committee on Child 
Conservation. Attractive posters of 
Uncle Sam in his blue coat leaning 
over the scales on which stands the 
sturdy child are already In conspicu- 
ous places throughout the city. Boy 
Scouts and Girl Scouths— our ever- 
helpful messengers — will take fliers 
from house to house which will 'tell of 
the proposed campaign. Serious vol- 
unteer workers will then call at the 
homes where there are small children 
and obtain the information which the 
'Tyhlld’reh’s Bureau asks for. The card 
which has -the questions on it is in du- 
plicate; half of it goes to Washington, 
the other half which has on the re- 
verse side valuable information as to 
average weights and measurements 
for the different ages, remains with 
the parent. The committee will also 
keep a record of the babies with their 
ages, weights and measurements for 
use in follow-up work. IT* individual 
cases or in certain sections of the city 
where heights and weights. .are seri- 
ously below the average the test will 
be followed by intensive care. In fact | 
the test can be of permament value 
only as it lead& to some permanent 
development of work for protecting 
the mothers and the young children of 
our city. 

Our baby clinic stations, which are 
doing such good work, are to be 
opened with trained helpers in at- 
tendance to care for the babies who 
cannot be properly weighed and meas- 
ured al home. May Newton have 
every baby on her list!

100% OVERSUBSCRIBED 

Newton Does Very Well on the Third 
Liberty Loan 

A total of 7996 subscribers, or one 
in practically every family in this 
city is the record that Newton has 
made in the Third Liberty Loan cam- 
paign which closed last Saturday 
night. 

The total amount subscribed here 
according to the latest returns which 
are not complete, will run well up to 
five million dollars, or nearly if not 
quite "twice over the top.” The exact 
amount tabulated today is $4,763,400. 
The city’s quota was $2,600,000. 

Of the amount subscribed the sum 
of $2,338,400 was taken through local 
banks, the amount subscribed through 
outside banks and credited to Newton 
being $2,425,000 according to the last 
available figures which are not com- 
plete. 

The local subscriptions and the 
number of subscribers were divided 
among the local banks as follows: 
Newton Trust Company $1,650,000 
with 4865 subscribers; Newton Sav- 
ings Bank $234,300 with 1172 sub- 
scribers; West Newton Savings Bank 
$156,100 with 1143 subscribers, and 
the First National Bank, West New- 
ton, $298,000 with 816 subscribers. 

In the Second Liberty loan cam- 
paign these same banks received 
subscriptions as follow’s: Newton 
Trust Company, $2,696,700, divided 
among 4200 subscribers; First Na- 
tional Bank of West Newton, $400,- 
200 with 590 subscribers; West New- 
ton Savings Bank, $235,000 with 
928 subscribers; New’ton Savings 
Bank, $125,000 divided among 978 
subscribers. 

Including subscriptions through 
outside banks and credited to this 
city. Newton’s subscription to the 
Second Loan was $6,094,200. 

The total subscription to the first 
loan through New’ton banks was $1,- 
986,850, representing 5868 subscrip- 
tions.

TO TRAIN 500 SOLDIERS 

War Deparlmenf Wishes lo Utilize Vocational 
High School This Sommer 


One of the most important matters 
in connection with the war was pre- 
sented last evening to the city gov- 
ernment, and received, as was to be 
expected, the hearty and unanimous 
approval of that body. 

The War Department of the United 
States, through its New England rep- 
resentative, Mr. Williston, has re- 
quested the city of Newton, through 
the school department, to house, feed 
and train in technical courses, two 
units of 250 men each for periods of 
approximately eight weeks. This plan 
proposes the use of the entire voca- 
tional school shop equipment and 
corps of shop instructors for training; 
the use of the gymnasium for housing, 
supplemented by the toilet facilities 
of the Classical High School base- 
ment; and the building of a mess hall 
and kitchen for feeding; the food and 
service to be furnished by a caterer. 

The men to be trained w’ill comprise 
newly enlisted members of the U.S. 
army, under the military control of 
four or five regular army officers. 
They will have the opportunity of en- 
listing from Newton as well as from 
other districts and will be specially 
selected according to their occupa- 
tions and previous training. 

The War Department will pay the 
entire cost of the instruction, housing, 
and feeding on a contract basis of a 
sum not to exceed $2.00 per day per 
man. and can be counted on to fur- 
nish the first reimbursement within 
five to eight weeks of the placing of 
the men. and monthly, thereafter. 
This involves the availability of a 
fund of probably $20,000 to cover run- 
ning expenses prior to reimbursement. 
The government return on the entire 
plan for 16 weeks for 250 men cannot 
exceed J*tf,000. 

Captain Dillon, representing the 
War Education Committee, has offi- 
cially inspected, in company with Mr. 
Williston, the buildings, equipment 


and facilities which It is proposed to 
use. and has given his unqualified ap- 
proval of every detail. 

The matter was presented by Mr. 
Everett E. Kent of the school cci.tmit- 
tee. who said that the plan contem- 
plated caring for 250 enlisted men 
from early in June until the last of 
September, giving two squads of 250 
men about eight weeks’ intensive 
technical training. The men ran he 
housed in the high school gymnasium 
but a mess hall would have to be 
built for the caterer, and there would 
have to be some new’ kitchen arrange- 
ments ami plumbing connections. 

Mr. A. M. Lyon, chairman of the 
committee, thought it a splendid op- 
portunity for some real service and 
that the school was exceptionally well 
equipped for the work, and this* 
equipment ought not to be allowed to 
remain idle when it could be used so 
advantageously. He did not believe 
there would be any protest from the 
residents of the neighborhood. 

Headmaster I. O. Palmer of the 
Technical School said that the U. S. 
needs 90.000 men trained in mechan- 
ical lines. The War Education com- 
mittee was also considering Worces- 
ter and Springfield, but there were 
few places adequately equipped to do 
the work. The food of the men would 
cost from 80 to 90 cents per day. 

Mr. W. H. Bixby. acting head of the 
Vocational School, said that they had 
been urged to turn over the entire 
plant to the government. 

There was some discussion as to 
the best method of obtaining the leg- 
islation needed to allow the school 
committee to make such a contract 
with the government, but it was fi- 
nally referred to the Mayor and City 
Soiicitor. 

At the beginning of the ‘session the 
new alderman-at-large from ward 6. 
Mr. Hermon Holt. Jr., was sworn in 
and took his seat. 


SPECIAL AID— RED CROSS 

On Tuesday. May 7, there was a 
well-attended Advisory Board meet- 
ing of the Special Aid-Red Cross at 
the Talbot House. Newtonville, with 
Mrs. Wallace C. Boyden presiding. 

The report of the output of surgi- 
cal dressings ,0^*11 kinds for the past 
month was made by Mrs. W. H. Alleu 
and Mrs. W. G. Starkweather, and 
showed that the work is progressing 
with enthusiasm. 

Mrs. George F. Malcolm reported 
an increasing number of knitted ar- 
ticles brought in, with a larger num- 
ber of socks. 

The Girl Scouts give a play on the 
17th of May in the hall ot the New 
Church at Newtonville, and they hope 
for a large attendance. There will be 
a display of their work. 

Twelve soldier lads were enter- 
tained in Newtonville last Sunday. 
They respond gratefully to this atten- 
tion. and it is felt that the hospitality 
work is important. 

The uniformity and excellence of 
the work which is done in the sewing 
: department show the advantage of all 
working together. 2502 articles have 
j been made in the sewing rooms dur- 
ing the past month; and these are 
sent to the Red Cross, Peter Bent 
| Brigham Hospital and to the French 
| wounded— though far the greater 
j number go to the Red Cross. More 
! people are needed in this work, how- 
[ ever, and the women are urged to give 
all the time possible. 


FATAL ACCIDENT 


Two men are dead and one badly 
injured as the result o fan elevator 
accident at the Stanley Motor Com- 
pany factory on Hunt street last Fri- 
day afternoon. 

The elevator, which was only in- 
stalled last December was ax. Uio 
fourth' Story when it dropped to the 
basement, the cables breaking and the 
safety devices failing to work. In 
the elevator at the time were three 
men, Edward B. Kitching of Roxbury 
receiving a fractured skull and died 
immediately, John Lawler of Water- 
town. having both legs broken and 
receiving internal injuries from w’hich 
he died later at the Newton Hospital, 
while Thomas Harney of Charlesbank 
road. Newton, is on the dangerous list 
at the hospital, with injuries to the 
back.

RED GROSS DRIVE 


Henry J. Nichols of Newtonville 
has been appointed executive chair- 
man of the second Wnr Fund of the 
American Red Cross, for the city of 
Newton.

Friday night, in Nonantum Hall, 
Newton, an open meeting was held by 
the local City Employes’ Union.

City Comptroller John Daboll, 
City Forester William W. Colton. Pub- 
lic Buildings Commissioner Forbush 
and Aldermen Arthur W. Hollis, John 
C. Madden. Hubert L. Carter and Jus- 
tin A. McCarthy were speakers. 


The Fuel Administrator, James J. 
Storrow of Massachusetts, has asked 
householders to observe these rules: 

Stop using coal In furnaces on May 
1st. A wood fire can be made In tho 
furnace on cold days when temporary 
heat Is needed; and in rooms where 
special heat is desired, open fires or 
local heaters can be used. 

After May 1. if you have an oil or 
gas range, do your cooking on It en- 
tirely and do not light the coal range. 
It is wasteful to use an oil or gas 
range while the coal range is burning. 
Do not wait as usual until tho weath- 
er is so hot that you are driven to 
using oil or gas. but begin to do so 
now. 

If you have storage space, lay In 
now a supply of green wood for next 
winter’s use, and let it season during 
the summer. There will be a scarcity 
of seasoned fire wood next winter. 
Burning green wood is unsatisfactory 
and gives only 65 per cent, of the heat 
obtained from dry wood. 

“The people of New England should 
realize that there is going to be a 
shortage of coal as long as the war 
lasts.” said Mr. Storrow. "If we ex- 
pect to get through next winter with- 
out individual suffering and without 
the closing of many war Industries, it 
will be necessary for everyone to cut 
down the use of coal. 

"Every ton of coal saved now. with 
but slight if any discomfort to the 
householder, Is another ton added to 
the huge coal reserve that is the’ only 
protection against acute suffering in 
the closing weeks of next winter. 

"There is a great saving in cook- 
ing with gas, as a ton of coal turned 
into gas by the gas company has a 
greater fuel value than a ton and a 
half burned in the kitchen range. The 
gas range has the added advantage 
that the heat may be turned off when 
not needed.” 

It is anticipated that the Federal 
Fuel Administrators for the Northern 
New England states will undertake a 
similar coal saving campaign when 
the season there is a little farther 
advanced.

Prof. E. C. Wilm of Boston Uni- 
versity and a resident of Eldredge 
street, Newton, is the author of the 
following pledge which has been 
signed by many Gerinan-American 
college professors in this country. 

At this, the first anniversary month 
of America’s entrance into the world 
war. and after the ideals and aims of 
the war have been clarified and ma- 
tured by a year’s earnest discussion 
and stern practical endeavor, it seems 
fitting that Americans of German de- 
scent should state their convictions 
and sentiments on the great issues in- 
volved in the world conflict. There- 
fore. we. the undersigned, persons of 
German birth ami members of Amer- 
ican college and university faculties, 
hereby make the following declara- 
tion of principles, the support of 
which we urge upon our German- 
American fellow-citizens, everywhere 

We view with abhorrence and con- 
demn without reservation the part 
which the German Imperial Govern- 
ment had in provoking or permitting 
the present world conflict; we dlsa 
vow and disown the doctrine, subver 
sive of international securitv and fu- 
ture peace, that international cove- 
nants may he set aside whenever It Is 
to the interest of any nation to do so 
and we condemn unqualifiedly, as un- 
worthy of the German nation, the va- 
rious nets of violence in disregard of 
such international covenants; finally, 
we express our firm adherence to the 
political principles and ends for 
which the United States has entered 
the war. the vindication of interna- 
tional right the self-determination of 
nations, the discrediting of militaris- 
tic and imperialist, and the substitu- 
tion therefor of liberal and democratic 
ideals and principles of government, 
and we pledge our unalterable loyalty, 
our material support and our influ- 
ence until these ends shall have been 
attained.

The Association has completed all 
details of the unique campaign decld 
ed on some weeks ago, and the work 
will he started with a rush. 

Everybody in the city will be given 
nn opportunity to help the Assocla 
tlon sbeure much-needed funds In a 
manner that will not call for any sac 
rlflce or much effort. All that is asked 
of anyone Is to search through the 
house, and rid cellar, attic, and catch 
all of cast-off articles and place them 
In the sanitary bags which will be dis 
tributod In nil parts of the city. 

The District Nursing Association is 
doing an effective and worthy work 
in attending to mothers and infants, 
and nursing the sick in their homes. 
Members of the Association forces are 
meeting increased demands, through 
the result of the war, upon the people 
who sustain relief societies. They 
hesitate for this reason to make a dis 
tinct plea for certain funds needed 
now to continue their work; so they 
decided to try another source of reve 
nue. 

Profiting by the thriftiness of cer 
tain European countries that refuse to 
throw any material similar to that 
which fills American dumping ravines 
and piles high our ash heaps, the Dis 
trict Nurses hit upon the Idea of set- 
ting aside a week for intensive conser 
vntlon. President Wilson’s appeal 
for economy in all possible ways add 
ed stimuli to their plans. 

Thrift is to be their watchword, and 
during the campaign they will en- 
deavor to gather every atom of waste 
material that can he turned Into some- 
thing of value. Cellars, attics, catch- 
alls that contain accumulations of the 
years, and back yards will be made as 
immaculate as a tidy housewife’s 
kitchen if the officers of the organiza- 
tion have their way. The money will 
be used to further an efficient and be- 
neficent work. And, what is just as 
important, the seeds of frugality will 
be sown. 

The Harrison Co-operative Service, 
experts in organizing and directing 
campaigns of this kind, have been en- 
gaged. Officers of the Association be 
lieve this method of going about tho 
work will make sure a thorough or- 
ganization of the campaign and its 
successful conduct.

The following statement has been 
prepared to explain to householders 
the flour canvnss, and to answer their 
questions. It is hoped that it will be 
given the widest possible publicity. 

April 26, 1918. 

We hope the flour canvass will 
bring home to everyone the great part 
which each individual can play in 
winning tho war by giving up the use 
of wheat flour, or at least using as 
little as possible. 

What we want to do is to make the 
wheat Hour now In Massachusetts, or 
on the way here, Inst until the flour 
from the next harvest begins to come, 
— that is, until about September 1, 
1918. In this cfTort, everyone can 
help by making her flour on hand last 
as long as possible and by saving 
clean, unbroken packages of flour. 
These can later be bought by the 
Food Administration, if needed, for 
use by fnmiiies who require some 
flour and have not enough to last 
through the summer. 

At Mr. Hoover’s request some of our 
large dealers are already transferring 
to the Food Administration the orders 
which they had placed In the West, 
so that the flour may be shipped to 
Europe direct from the mill in pack- 
ages suitable for the sea voyage. 

As an illustration of what is being 
done in other states, two counties in 
Texas have agreed to allow no more 
flour to come inside their borders un- 
til the next harvest. If a carload ar- 
rives at the county line it is turned 
back. 

Here in Massachusetts the town of 
Milton has started an honor roll of 
those who promise to use no wheat 
flour until the next harvest, and the 
result is that two of the local grocers 
have agreed to hold 200 barrels of 
flour subject to Mr. Endlcott’s order. 

Every cook and housekeeper who 
gets on with less wheat flour than 
she is used to, Is helping the soldiers 
by just so much. 

The law imposes a penalty of not 
exceeding two years’ imprisonment 
and $5000 fine for hoarding, but no 
householder who makes a report be- 
fore May 11 will be prosecuted ex- 
cept in flagrant cases w’here hoard- 
ing has been on a very large scale and 
where the County Food Administrator 
recommends prosecution. 

Householders are asked to use as 
little wheat flour as possible, but 
those who have made reports need 
take no further action with regard to 
stocks now' in their possession until 
asked to do so. 

Cards pledging householders to use 
no w’heat flour until the next harvest 
(about September 1) are being print- 
ed and will be distributed shortly to 
the local Food Administrators and 
mailed to any householder on appli- 
cation.

WILLIAM KELLOGG DEAD 


Mr. William Kellogg died very sud- 
denly at his home. 39 Newtonville 
on Thursday, May 2, after a painful 
illness of months. 

Mr. Kellogg was born in West 
Springfield. Mass., March 23, 1837. 

His early life was spent in Hartford. 
Conn., where he lived for thirty years. 
From that place he removed to Boston 
and about twenty years ago made his 
home in Newton. 

Being the youngest of eight children 
it devolved on him to make a home 
for his mother and an invalid sister 
until the death of his mother. In 
1907 he married Miss Surah Mason of 
Worcester, who, with one brother, sur- 
vies him. They have made their 
home at the Newtonville avenue ad- 
dress and several winters have been 
passed in St. Petersburg, Fla., wiiere 
Mr. Kellogg had business interests. 

Their summers have been spent at 
their Crow Point Cottage. 

Mr. Kellogg’s business has been in- 
terior decoration and at one time he 
conducted a store for artists’ supplies. 
He had an artistic temperament that 
admirably fitted him for such a call- 
ing. 

He was a devoted church member 
having been connected with the Sec 
ond Church of Hartford in the early 
ministry of Dr. Edward 1’. Parker, 
later with the Mt. Vernon Church in 
Boston. He was alw'ays regular in 
attendance and ready to do his part 
in the w'ork of the church. He was 
fond of music and for many years 
sang in the choirs. He was a personal 
friend of Dudley Buck, the composer, 
in W'hose choir lie ut one time sang. 

Funeral services were held from his 
late residence on Saturday, Rev. H. 
Grant Person, pastor of Eliot Church, 
officiating, and burial was in Newton 
Cemetery.

Even the most skeptical must have 
been converted by the success of the 
Community Singing last Sunday night 
at the Newton Opera House, for the 
place was crowded almost to over- 
flowing and the spirit with which the 
audience entered into the occasion 
fully justified all the labor put into 
the undertaking. Everyone joined 
heartily In singing the songs that our 
boys arc singing "Over There,” songs 
like “We’re Off to Can the Kaiser, 
Hooray, Hooray.” I)r. Leslie H. 
Naylor showed himself to be a skill- 
ful leader, not only conducting the 
singing, but favoring us with a solo. 
A violin solo was pleasingly rendered 
by Master Stanley Hallett. 

The orchestra/ consisting of Miss 
Agnes Trowbridge, Miss Katharine 
Stone, violins, Harry A. Watson, cor- 
net, and Mrs. George Owen, piano, 
played for an interval before the ap- 
pointed hour for beginning, and sus- 
tained well the singing during the 
evening. 

As the speaker of the evening, Hon. 
Edwin O. Childs, said in part: 

“The first line of the chorus of No. 
11, has some pretty good advice for 
us, ‘Keep the Home Fires Burning.’ 
That seems to me to be our particular 
job right now, and what we are doing 
tonight. I am sure the thanks of all 
of us go out to the good women of the 
various organizations who have made 
it possible for us to meet here, and 
who have arranged these meetings, 
giving us the opportunity to come and 
sing over here the songs that our boys 
and friends are singing ’Over There.’ 
It is quite appropriate that we meet 
on Sunday night for this purpose, as 
we have all been reading during these 
last few weeks of the gallant work of 
one of our own city clergymen. I am 
sure that every boy and girl, and 
every man and woman who knows 
Father Farrell of St. Bernard’s par- 
ish, West Newton, is proud to say that 
he knows him. 

But the real object in our meeting 
here is to quicken our spirit of patri- 
otism. What is patriotism? It is 
something more than mere singing, 
more than shouting, and making 
speeches, more than the clapping of 
hands, and the taking off of the hats. 
Patriotism is not mere noise. It is a 
love of country which expresses it- 
self in service to that country— a 
complete consecration to country. 

There are two kinds of service, 
which I may call Active and Inactive, 
or direct and indirect, that is, service 
at home and abroad, in the trench and 
in the camp, the service of the soldier, 
and of the civilian, of those who go to 
battle and of those who stay at home. 
Each kind is needed in this war for 
freedom. righteousness, brotherly 
love, and lasting peace, and is called 
for from all men, from the man who 
has the advantage of a university 
training, and from the man who has 
to make a mark when he signs a 
mortgage. It is the way in which he 
answers the call that determines 
whether he is a patriot ar a Blacker. 
Are we doing our all in this crisis? 

In closing 1 want to leave with you 
two examples of the right kind of 
service, one an old man. and the other 
a young man. The old man is an em- 
ployee of a certain city, a street la- 
borer. He had five sons who are all 
in the uniform. Three are now in 
France, and the other two are on 
their way. He has no more, so he 
can give no more. When the liberty 
bonds were being sold, the canvassers 
passed him by, for they considered his 
income too slight. But he refused to 
be excluded from among those who 
find it blessed to give to country. He 
argued that the man who had five 
sons in the army was just the man 
wfto knew enough to invest in their 
welfare. This was service, pure and 
unadulterated. 

The other man was a young man. 
Three years ago. there took place on 
Osborne Field at Princeton, the an- 
nual football game between Princeton 
and Yale. It was one of those games 
where you never know which side is 
going to win until you hear the ref- 
eree’s whistle at the end of the game. 
A substitute player was placed in as 
end. and every Princeton play was 
directed at the new man. Time and 
again he fell, and one time when he 
seemed to be knocked out, the referee 
asked him if he wanted him to take 
out time, and he answered, ‘When I 
am down and can’t get up you can 
take out time.’ Eight weeks ago. lie 
fell on the fields of France. The 
game of football is rough, and so is the 
game of life. ‘Wh en i am down and 
can’t get up, you may take out time.’ 
That is patriotism, that is the spirit 
of the boys over there. 

Yesterday 1 rode in town with the 
aunt of an old roommate of mine, i 
was impressed by a remark of hers. 
’Everyone looks tired these days.’ We 
ought to. We ought to look tired 
and act tired because of unceasing ef- 
fort for humanity.” 

The Newton Circle is co-operating 
with the Social Science Club in buck- 
ing the enterprise, and both organiza- 
tions deserve the gratitude of the 
whole of Newton for providing a sane 
and uplifting way of spending Sun- 
day evening. Next Sunday William F. 
Garcelon will be the speaker, and 
Ralph W. Angler will lead the singing 
Come and bring your friends.

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EDITORIAL 


It is almost nn axiom that nothing 
in over settled until it is settled right, 
and that probably explains the per- 
sistency with which Mr. Lipschitz 
seeks a junk license in this city, and 
believes he is being unjustly treated 
by the refusal of the city government 
to grant him that means of livelihood. 
f It was well said, in the debate on this 
matter, on Monday evening that there 
was considerable camouflage in the 
discussion of the case and possibly a 
brief explanation of existing condi- 
tions and how little they would be 
affected by the granting of the license 
may be advisable. Mr. Lipschitz has, 
for some years, been engaged in the 
business of collecting regularly .from 
licensed junkmen, the stuff which 
they have obtained from their house 
to house canvass of the city, and then 
carting this material into Boston. He 
is doing this now. merely as the agent 
of the men whom he is serving and 
receives his compensation either in 
the way of a commission or in ex- 
pressage on the material so carried. 

A junk license would allow him to buy 
this material directly from these junk 
men, and when he has carried it to 
Boston, to sell it to whom he pleases, 
taking the profit himself. It should 
be noted that the license, so far as 
handling, storing and transporting 
junk is concerned, has absolutely 
nothing to do with what he is doing 
at the present time. It will merely 
allow him to do this business on his 
own account instead of acting as the 
agent of others. 

It should be noted that in order to 
do this business properly, Mr. Lip- 
schitz should reside fairly near the 
men with whom he is doing business, 
and as most of the junk men live in 
Xonantum. he has made his home in 
that village. 

The hysteria which has been creat- 
ed about the serious nature of add- 
ing one more junk man to the licensed 
force in the city, has carefully over- 
looked the fact that this man is not 
engaged in a house to house canvass 
of the city for junk, and that the 
necessity of looking after short 
weights and stolen goods. Which are 
the reasons for licensing junk col- 
lectors, does not exist in his case. 

There is certainly no need to argue 
that 20 junk men are sufficient to re- 
move the waste from the houses and 
stores of this city, but that number 
ought not to be a bar to granting Mr. 

Lipschitz the opportunity to do a 
legitimate business on other lines 
than that of a regular junk collector.

HARD-WORKING WEEKS 

John W. Weeks of Massachusetts in 
a series of personal letters to some 
friends, has given them informal as- 
surance that he will be a candidate 
for re-election to the United States'- 
Senate, and nt the same time he has 
taken occasion to express his regret 
thnt bis duties in Washington have 
been so confining ns to prevent bis re- 
turn to Massachusetts as often as he 
wotiM like. The senator's modest ref- 
erence to his work here suggests that 
from the nature of it. his Massachu- 
setts constituents can know very little 
of its extent and importance, in fact, 
were one to attempt to review the es- 
pecially useful services the senntor 
has rendered dds country during the 
period of the war. one would be puz- 
zled where to begin or end. and. more- 
over. would be bnrred by certain' con- 
fidences from narrating all that might 
be said. But it is only fair to the con- 
stituents of Senator Weeks for his 
friends in Washington, who have seen 
him every day for years and are more 
or less intimately familiar with the 
work he has been doing, to tell the 
outside world something nbout it. 

As a member of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs Senator Weeks 
lias been in a position to make certain 
practical suggestions with respect to 
our military and naval forces, and the 
attitude of Congress and the country 
lownrd them, which have proved ex- 
ceedingly valuable. But it was be- 
cause of a conspicuous service of 
eight years in the House of Represent- 
atives and of some noteworthy accom- 
plishments shortly after his entrance 
to the Senate that Mr. Weeks had 
achieved a standing among his col- 
leagues which lent peculiar emphasis 
to whatever suggestions he chose to 
make. In the House, as chairman of 
t lie Commitee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads, it was his diplomacy which 
straightened out the tangle over the 
postal savings bank bill. He framed 
and had charge of the bill making 
government reservations of the Appn 
lachian forests and he introduced 
what is now known as the Weeks-Mc- 
Lean law for the protection of migra- 
tory birds. As a member of the Com 
mittee on Banking and Currency in 
the House he was influential in sup 
port of the Aldrieh-Vreeland emer- 
gency currency bill, and later was 
made a member of the National Mone- 
tary Commission for which that bill 
provided. This commission did most 
of the pioneer work in the preparation 
of what is now the Federal Reserve 
Act. The framework of the whole 
structure was devised by the commis- 
sion. but meantime the Democrats had 
gained control of Congress and the 
White House and they preferred a 
government control of the new bank- 
ing system to that of the bankers who 
were best fitted to manage. Mean- 
time. also. Mr. Weeks had been pro- 
moted to the Senate, where he secured 
important amendments to what had 
then become known as the Glass- 
Owen bill, and voted for it on the 
ground that despite defects which he

that would be a safeguard against 
panics, and inflation. His Judgment 
has. been amply vindicated.andjiiome 

It was. therefore, because the sena- 
tor had acquired a reputation for sa- 
gacious statesmanship that, when the 
war clouds began to gather and be 
was made a member of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, his suggestions 
regarding legislation and procedure 
were received with respect. It may not 
be generally known, or known at all. 
for example, that the idea of organ- 
izing the original Council of National 
Defence and the Advisory Commission 
of that body had its origin in his of- 
fice. Long before the United States 
entered the war. while a group o* 
prominent gentlemen were conferring 
with him. he suggested to them the 
wisdom of beginning early to organize 
the industries of the country for the 
purposes of mobilization in the event 
of war. The idea was taken up in- 
stantly. important conferences were 
held in Philadelphia and elsewhere; 
Senator Chamberlin, chairman of the 
Committee on Military Affairs, was 
interested in the project and in due 
lime laws making provision for a 
great industrial mobilization were en- 
acted. 

The country had not been long in 
the war when it became evident that 
a closer organization of governmental 
activities should be effected and a bet- 
ter understanding be created between 
Congress and the Chief Executive. At 
that time and for some months there- 
after President Wilson was accus- 
tomed, with a wave of the hand, to 
tell Congress what lie wanted and ex- 
pected it to give it to him practically 
without discussion. The Secretary of 
War, on his part, when questioned by 
Congress and the country as to how 
things were going, would respond 
airily that they were going first rate, 
and let it go at that. In the summer 
of 1917 Senator Weeks offered an 
amendment to one of the great bills 
then going through to provide for the 
creation of a congressional committee 
on the conduct of the war, which 
should keep in touch with the White 
House and t lie executive departments 
and be aide to inform Congress as to 
how matters were progressing. The 
Senate at once appreciated the wis- 
dom of the suggestion and adopted the 
amendment, hut the Administration 
bitterly resented what it mistakenly 
interpreted as an attempt to inter- 
fere with its prerogatives, and under 
presidential pressure the amendment 
was rejected by the House. 

As the winter session of the sixty- 
fifth Congress opened, the country 
iiad become somewhat distrustful of 
certain government officials and the 
work supposed to be going on under 
their direction. The murmurlngs grew 
louder and louder and finally the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs 
boldly constituted itself a Committee 
on the Conduct of the War and began 
an investigation of the military estab- 
lishment. which ran oil for months 
and is not yet complete. The revela- 
tions of inefficiency, delay, jealousy 
aud more or less general confusion in 
the executive departments brought 
out by this committee are a matter of 
such recent liistoi y t hat ' h 
he described here Th • : tigatinil 

was thoroughly non-partisan and, as 
time has proved, had no other object 
than to ascertain the truth and tell it 
to the country In the belief that along 
with the facts would come reform 


War Cnbinet, which Senator Wecka 
and n majority of the eommtttee sup 
ported. The administration opposed 
them both, but upon its own volition, 
although really ns the result of the 
pressure of public opinion, practically 
created the office of director of muni- 
tions by making Edwin R. Stettinlus, 
former pnrehnsing agent for the A1 
lies. Assistant Secretary of WaT; it or 
ganlzed a “Supreme Wnr Council/ 
consisting chiefly of army officers who 
had been kicked upstairs out of their 
departments to compose it. and the 
President conferred upon the War In 
dustries Board supreme authority ns 
director and nrlilter in the purchasing 
departments of the army and navy 
Mention was made a little way hack 
of the Weeks amendment for a Com- 
mittee ^ln the Conduct of the War. 
The Administration almost never ac- 
cepts suggestions from Congress, nnd 
never if they come from Republicans. 
Nevertheless, the public is now aware 
that every Saturday morning the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, of 
which Senator Weeks is a member, 
meets regularly nt the War Depart 
ment with the Supreme War Council, 
and Is told all the innermost secrets 
of the conduct and progress of the 
war. Only today Secretary of War 
Baker sat with the committee and told 
them ns much, in the limited time he 
had. ns he could reel off regarding his 
recent trip to the battlefront. Almost 
every day since the investigations be- 
gan the committee has Hold sessions, 
and Senator Weeks has rarely failed 
in his attendance. He has been one of 
the most industrious nnd useful of the 
investigntors, ns all his colleagues 
will testify; and his speech of Febru- 
ary 15, 1918, reviewing the work nnd 
needs of the War Department, is not 
only a masterly exposition of the sulv 
ject. hut is commended in both par- 
ties for its impartial point of view 
The senator leaves today for Massa- 
chusetts; not, however, to advance his 
own political fortunes, not because he 
can spare the time and leave his work 
here, hut because it has been repre- 
sented to him that he is needed there 
in the Liberty Loan campaign.

There 
enn he no doubt that if our country 
continues to ship men to France at 
the present rate, a big drive for knit- 
ted articles will lie on in the early 
autumn. Now is the time to make 
ready. The Newton Auxiliary will be 
very glnd at any time to give informa- 
tion on the needs of specified articles, 
and it is hoped that anyone in doubt 
of the usefulness of the particular 
pieces she is knitting or planning to 
knit will call nt the Y. M. C. A. or tel- 
ephone for Information on that point. 
There is such a large and efficient 
group of knitters right here in New- 
ton it is a pity there should he any 
falling off in knitted supplies for sol- 
diers and sailors.

They 
stand for all that our country counts 
dear and sacred. They stand between 
us and a ruthless, relentless, powerful 
foe of democracy. They are fighting 
for us — that is just as true as if this 
great struggle were being fought out 
on American soil. 

When the country is in peril, she 
trusts her hoys. I used to hear it 
said that the Civil War was fought by 
hoys; but as I saw the Grand Army 
veterans I hardly believed it. until I 
read the statistics — that of the volun- 
teers in the Civil War no less than 
1,159,789 were not over 21 years of 
tge, while 1,151,000 were not over 18! 
Yes, the country in trouble trusts her 
boys (as the Church, or the School, or 
the Professions, or Business has never 
trusted them), for the country en- 
trusts to her hoys her defense, her 
honor, her very life. And we older 
fellows, who have had hut a hint of 
military discipline, can perhaps un- 
derstand that the intensive, technical 
training of the modern soldier calls 
for the nerve and endurance of the 
buys — to say nothing of the cheerful, 
gay spirit with which they ‘carry on.’ 

And what are we doing? — what is 
anything that we can do — to be com- 
pared with what our boys at the front 
and in the service elsewhere, are doing 
and are ready to do? Liberty bonds 

even war relief work, food conserv- 
ation. denying ourselves a little wheat 
or meat, business interruption or loss 

what, I ask you, ure any or all of 
these when weighed over against what 
our boys are giving and stand ready 
to give? 

Is there anything, then, that we can 
do to stand behind them, to sustain 
them, that we will not willingly do? 
We pledge ourselves to back them 
with all our resources, material, moral 
and spiritual. The overwhelming suc- 
cess of the Third Liberty Loan shows 
that at least 17,000,000 loyal Ameri- 
ans stand behind the boys at the 
front. In these boys whom we have 
sent overseas, and shall send in in- 
creasing ineaure the coming months, 
we are offering to the cause of the 
Allies our most precious possession; 
and as our Great Master said, “Where 
thy treasure is, there will thy heart be 
also." 

Yes— our hearts are with our boys! 
Our trust is with them! Our prayers 
go with them!

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Mian Grace M. Burt, Kditor. 


Those who have been In town this 
pnst week have doubtless noticed a 
new assemblage of cottages on the 
Common and very likely speculated 
as to their meaning. On tho main 
walk of the Common, which runs 
from West street directly to Park 
square, have arisen five more artistic 
portable houses to be known as the 
Conservation Cottages. These repre- 
sent one of the best pieces of co-op- 
eration that has been brought about 
since the beginning of the war. The 
idea is the outgrowth of suggestions 
from several sources for bringing to- 
gether In a convenient spot, easy of 
access for all the people, the various 
kinds of conservation work of the dif- 
ferent organizations, which have 
hitherto been scattered over the city. 
The Woman’s Committee of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense together with 
the Massachusetts Public Safety Com- 
mittee have taken the lead In bring- 
ing It about. The organizations co- 
operating with the above are the Food 
Facts Bureau, the Boston Public Safe- 
ty Committee, through its Child Wel- 
fare committee, the National Civic 
Federation and the Metropolitan 
Chapter of the American Red Cross. 
Thus It would seem that the Com- 
mon is. as it were, reverting to its an- 
cient object, "a trayning field," 
though it happens not to be for mili- 
tia but for an equally important mat- 
ter, training the people to do their part 
in defending the nation against the 
enemy, by showing how food may 
win the war, how children may be 
made safe and healthy for the up- 
building of the nation, and how the 
Red Cross does its remedial and cura- 
tive work. 

Here also will be demonstration 
gardens to show what it is possible 
to do with back yards and vacant lots, 
and there will be a potato patch to be 
cultivated by the Girl Scouts, while a 
model henyard will be conducted by 
the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege. All these things will be done in 
eminently practical ways, with little 
expense for materials, that they may 
be real object lesons to those having 
little capital with which to begin.

PUPILS OF WEST NEWTON MUSIC 
SCHOOL BUY LIBERTY BONDS 

Mina Elizabeth Fyffc, director of the 
Went Newton Music School, whb via- 
ited on Tuesday evening by a delega- 
tion from the vocal department of the 
school and was presented, in behalf 
of the school, with a $50 Liberty Bond, 
and two War Savings stamps, bought 
from the proceeds of entertainments 
organized by the pupils themselves, 
with the aid of efficient and enthusias- 
tic head of the department, Miss M. 
Edith Blake. The delegation was 
headed by Miss Blake, and included 
Alice Foloy, Esther Johnson. Marie 
Fleming, Pauline Kimball, Alice Ly- 
ons, Griffith Houston, Ruth Paul, Dor- 
othy Greeley, Alvah Wheeler, and 
Robert Carter. The later two are boy 
sopranos, pupils of the school, who 
have positions In the choir of St. 
Stephen’s Church. Boston. After a 
spirited singing of the fine Liberty 
Loan song. "Come Across,” the words 
of which — "Come, buy up the Liberty 
Loan, friends.” — they altered for the 
occasion to "We’ve bought of the Lib- 
erty Loan, friends,” and gave Miss 
Fyffe the first hint of what was com- 
ing. Alvah Wheeler made the pres- 
entation, with a graceful little speech. 
Miss Fyffe. in accepting for the school, 
expressed her appreciation of the fine 
spirit of patriotism as well as loyalty 
to the school shown by the efforts of 
the department. She said that the 
bond would be kept as a nest-egg for 
scholarships for pupils of the vocal 
department, which is doing such fine 
work. The choruses as well as indi- 
vidual singers have been in great de- 
mand at entertainments for war relief 
work this season. There are several 
individual voices that are more than 
promising, which cannot be developed 
without adequate and continuous 
funds in the way of scholarships. 
Some partial scholarships have been 
donated from time to time, but have 
often not held over from one year to 
the next, so that the pupil could not 
benefit continuously. It is hoped that 
the work done by this department this 
year will bring help of Ibis sort for 
the pupils who require it. 

The orchestral group work has 
been badly handicapped by reason of 
the necessity for the school to curtail 
expenses by dismissing the salaried 
worker whose special business it has 
been to prepare small groups of pu- 
pils in the violin department for the 
larger groups which Miss Fyffe is 
gradually developing toward a real 
orchestra. The work of this depart- 
ment has been shown ’at many enter- 
tainments for war relief this season; 
notably at the entertainment for the 
benefit of Navy Wool Funds, given at 
Players Hall in November, and at the 
three performances of “Little Lord 
Fauntleroy” by the Lend-a-Hand Club 
in February, when 25 of the orchestral 
class gave the music between the acts, 
which was much enjoyed. 

It is believed, from the many ex- 
pressions of interest and approval, 
that the demonstrations already given 
show the value of this orchestral work 
and give an idea of what the results of 
a steady development might be. With 
the curtailment of its usual resources 
by the decision not to give entertain- 
ments for its own benefit during the 
war. and by the reasonable reduction 
of some of the large subscriptions, the 
school has funds to meet only the 
actual teaching of pupils already en- 
tered, or those who fill vacancies oc- 
curring. All other activities, such as 
the orchestral work of the small and 
large groups, must come from the 
generosity of the already overbur- 
dened teaching force, and cannot be 
adequate to the proper development of 
this promising orchestral material. 
Miss Fyffe has managed, by combining 
the members of the senior group with 
her own pupils, to keep this group to- 
gether through the winter. They have 
met nearly every Saturday evening at 
some one of the houses so generously 
opened to them. It is urgently hoped 
that another season there may be a 
definite fund_I?r this work. The or- 
chestra needs music, stands, a place 
for the evening meetings. The smaller 
orchestral classes need provision for 
weekly instructors.

The hall of the Y.M.C.A. was com- 
pletely filled Monday evening, when 
President C. D. Kepner called the 41st 
annual meeting of the Newton Asso- 
ciation to order. President Kepner 
spoke of the great growth of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
during the past year, and also of the 
great opportunities before the organ- 
ization. He asked the question, "Are 
we able to measure up to our task?" 

The report of the Nominating Com- 
mittee was presented by the chair- 
man, Mr. C. V. Moore, and five direc- 
tors were elected to serve three years 
as follows: Mr. L. D. Towle, Mr. 
George S. Smith, Mr. A. W. Fuller. 
Mr. S. T. Emery, and Mr. J. Wm.

Newton Centre and the 
other villages are doing.^ Newton 
stands at the head of all the'branches 
under the Metropolitan Chapter, and 
its showing in the parade will be an 
attempt to let the outside world 
know why. The surgical dressings 
makers, the sewers, the knitters, the 
Junior Red Cross, the Girl Scouts and 
other divisions and auxiliaries will be 
massed by themselves, and the idea 
suggested by Mr. Jewell, and adopted 
by the committee, for the feature to 
head the line is going to make New- 
ton’s section of the parade one that 
will grip and hold the attention ol 
the spectators from its beginning to 
its end. 

Another thing the committee unani- 
mously decided was that in Newton’s 
part of the parade there shall be no 
feature nor involving any consid- 
erable expense. The committee felt 
that the Newton branch of the Red 
Cross is organized for war work, that 
it has made its record by the work it 
has done, nnd that it means to con- 
tinue to make its record by war, wprk. 
The feature that will reflect the great- 
est credit on Newton will be good- 
sized delegations of its workers and 
members taking part in the parade.

The surgical dressings 
makers are busy with one of the larg- 
est orders ever given them, and tfce 
sewing division is called upon as it 
has not been called upon before for 
more and more hospital supplies. 
Every time you take up a paper and 
read of an American being wounded 
on tlie battlefield you are reading of 
one more of our own men for whom 
hospital supplies must he ready if lie 
is to have the comfort and the chance 
for recovery he ought to have. Now 
that so many of the sewing societies 
connected with the churches have 
completed their sessions for the sea- 
son the members of them are partic- 
ularly invited to help In the making 
of hospital garments for our wounded. 
And because every member of every 
one of the church sewing societies 
probably will not read this, those who 
do are asked to pasH along the word 
that there can not be too many vol- 
unteers to do war sewing. Sewing is 
carried on in all the village war work 
rooms every morning and afternoon 
except Saturday and Sunday, ami at 
any one of them volunteers will be 
welcome.

Cash and Tarry vs. Charge and 
Deliver 


The writer of this article contends 
•that an efficient delivery system nnd 
a proper weekly charge account 
to worthy people is a less expensive 
method of handling provisions than a 
cash nnd carry plan. 

Every householder In the country 
Is interested In the provision business 
to the extent of his or her dally or 
weekly purchase. In view of our 
country’s great wish to eliminate 
waste nnd to use our full force in a 
constructive way, we, ns good citizens, 
wish to dispense with all unnecessary 
expense, thereby saving your time nnd 
money nnd other people’s time nnd 
money for more constructive work nnd, 
in everyway possible, help the govern- 
ment. 

There Is spreading over the country 
a fnlse conviction in regard to this 
particular business, nnd this false con- 
viction Is being commented on In the 
minds of the people, by the press, by 
men in public places nnd by the deal- 
ers. Because these particular dealers 
have not solved the problem is no 
proof It cannot he solved. General be- 
lief In any particular error does not 
make it right. 

With the result of years of thought 
with an open mind for new methods, 
I believe I have solved the problems, 
how best to iliminate waste In this 
particular business. 

In the first place, a proper charge 
account, which I hold should not ex- 
tend over one week, what a con- 
venience to the people not to have 
their provision bill "financial in the 
kitchen," as an alert minded costomer 
a few days ago, so aptly phrased it. A 
weekly account is a protection against 
bad bills. It is limited, at least. If it 
runs for more than four weeks It is no 
longer a weekly account. 

In my experience with the people of 
Newton I have not lost one account, 
not one dollar to be charged off as un- 
paid bills, not one slip. It is the deal- 
er’s fault when Ills customers run up 
the large bills they cannot pay; it Is 
not the system hut the abuse of the 
system. There should be practically 
no added charges to offset losses of 
bad bills if the dealer.shows the proper 
judgment in allowing this privilege, 
and it Is a privilege and a conven- 
ience in a residential district like this, 
Vvhere a person’s ability to pay bills, 
and pay them promptly, can be easily 
ascertained. 

• The cost of delivery. True, It costs 
money 1 tri' ’s^nd goods to people’s 
houses, hdt I hold the cost is more 
than - offset In many ways. When your 
order comes over the telephone It 
comes In the least expensive way. You 
will order, in a minute or a minute and 
a half, goods that, If you came to the 
store, would require many minutes of 
your time and my time. You do not 
take a man from the floor to take 
your order; he is left at his work from 
the time he comes to the store untiMife 
starts to : wait on you. 

Putting up orders. My men are 
busy every minute of the day, either 
putting up orders or waiting on trade. 
In a cash and carry system It would 
require much additional help for the 
same amount of business, for most 
people come to the store through a few 
hours of the day. It would require 
more floor space to handle the people 
and that costs money. It would re- 
quire more time to sell a dollar’s 
Worth of goods and much waste-time 
when people are not there to be waited 
on.' It* Would require three additional 
men in a cash and carry store to do 
the same amount of business I am do- 
ing with five. My total delivery ex- 
pense, covering insurance against acci- 
dent and fire,' depreciation, etc., costs 
less than It would to keep two men on 
the floor. What difference does it 
make whether I pay out your money 
for gasoline or delivery cost, or pay 
It for help here on the floor? 

Some time ago I was Interviewed by 
a party of two who came to Newton 
to talk to the people and did talk to 
the people of a plan whereby the cus- 
tomers should pay an additional charge 
for the delivery of goods. I think the 
sum was to be 10 cents for each order. 

1 listened to their story and then pre- 
sented him with a number of facts 
and figures that surprised him much, 
und he suld in my office: "I believe 
I have nothing for you; yours, as you 
conduct it. is the better system.’’ Why 
should we charge 10 cents for delivery 
of an order to your house when, as a 
matter of fact, it can be made and is 
made in the least expensive way. It 
would he unfair and an overcharge. It 
is not the system that Is wrong, hut the 
improper handling of the system. Have 
your order ready and give it, complete, 
over the telephone ut one call. Keep 
your own record of the order so you 
will not he obliged to call uguin and 
ask about the same. Order early, and 
give your dealer a chance to put It up 
carefully, before the time of delivery. 
When convenient, place your Saturday 
order the day before, in the later af- 
ternoon and thereby take part of the 
load off the Saturday business. In thut 
way you get an early Saturduy de- 
livery of goods carefully handled. All 
these things are in your interest, enabl- 
ing your dealer to give you u low cost 
provision store near your homes with 
all tlie conveniences to which you are 
entitled und to which you have become 
accustomed.

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ANNUALMEETING 

Newtonville Improvement Association Hears 
Address by Prolessor Johnson 


The Newtonville Improvement Asso- 
ciation held its annunl meeting in Den- 
ntyon Hall on Wednesday evening. 
May 15, 1918, with President Ernest 
L. Miller in the chair. He told of the 
activities of the Association for the 
year which included appearance be- 
fore the Constitutional Convention 
Committee in the endeavor to secure 
some legislation regulating the use of 
billboards, consideration of a possi- 
ble widening of Walnut street or at 
least the establishment of a building 
■line thereon, co-operation with the 
Board of Trade in connection with the 
question of increased fares on the 
Street Railway, action in regard to 
building operations on the corner of 
Crafts and Watertown streets, the 
question of junk licenses in the ward, 
the collection of ashes and the prompt 
removal of ash barrels, and in general 
keeping a watchful eye out for the in- 
terests of the village. 

There are about two hundred mem- 
bers of the Association and the Execu- 
tive Committee is always ready as an 
organization to take up matters affect- 
ing the welfare of our people and co- 
operating with other bodies in the city. 


The Association voted to allow the 
Red Cross exclusive use of the bulle- 
tin boards of the Association in New- 
tonville Square during the week of the 
effort to raise $100,000,000 for the uses 
of the Red Cross. Harry D. Cabot, 
secretary of the Association, made an 
appeal to the members present to do 
their best In helping the work of the 
Red Cross and contributing of their 
means in the furtherance of this most 
important and pressing need.

APRIL’S SEWING RECORD 

"Who’s sewing for soldiers?* In 
Newton a number of earnest patriotic 
women who realize the work they are 
doing is for the benefit of our men 
who are fighting our war for our 
safety and are fighting it three thou- 
sand miles away from home and home 
comforts. The women who are sew- 
ing are working hard and keeping 
everlastingly at it, but a lot more 
work could be done if only there were 
more women at work at it. 

"Who’ll sew for soldiers?" Will 
you be one to give a morning, or an 
afternoon, or a whole day to it each 
week? There are a great many sol- 
diers going across to Europe, and the 
news in the papers show a good many 
of them are being wounded and sent 
to hospitals. No American soldier 
ought to be told at any hospital that 
he’ll have to go without hospital com- 
forts because unfortunately the hos- 
pital has not enough of them. It is 
up to the women of Newton to do 
what they can to make such a condi- 
tion impossible. 

In April there were turned out in 
the war workrooms of the Newton 
branch of the Red Cross and Affiliated 
Societies t.qyer 6QQ0 pieces of sewing. 
Of these ^2 were pajamas and 240 
were sur«fiU’»l . abiris. There were 
also made ,J4 : cootie shirts, the very 
name of which carries with it an idea 
of the discomforts the men at the 
front have to, fight and which the wo- 
men who sew are trying to make more 
bearable., Of layettes there were 35. 
which is a ,y,er.v good record when one 
thinks of the, articles that are includ- 
ed in each layette. In knitting the 
record 3423 articles, of which 1426 
were socks and 510 were sweaters. 
There were 218 helmets, 242 mufflers. 
78 mittensj and 202 wristers. Of non- 
sterile surgical dressings 8559 were 
made, and of miscellaneous articles 
there were 5318, of which 3178 were 
gun wipes. The number of surgical 
dressings made can not be given, as 
tlje work is being done for the gov- 
ernment, and the governments forbids

For the first time in any of the war 
fund campaigns, there will be a distri- 
bution of attractive posters *to all 
homes and business plates in Newton, 
the local committee having procured 
the design and plan exclusively for 
the people of Newton.

having built a bookcase body for the 
auto and intend, when this beastly 
rain stops, to circulate books from 
the auto in the lower field, where the 
recruit division Is, and In the wired- 
In field, from which no man goes 
except he Is transferred out. 

There are now catalogued and in 
the library over 7,000 volumes, of 
hich over 3000 are in the branch li- 
braries in the Y.M.C.A.’s, etc., and lots 
of fifty each in the several wards of 
the hospital. Besides these there are 
some 6000 in the warehouse and an- 
other 6000 on the road from Denver. 
You see I have my hands full. Not 
being able to buy locally the tables 
l wanted, I am having eight made by 
the pupils in the two high schools In 
San Antonio. Their work that I have 
seen seems excellent, and It should 
be, for they occupy two modern and 
well-equipped buildings. 

If my memory serves me, the trus- 
tees were given, by the mayor, the 
power of extending my leave of ab- 
sence.

TWO NEWTON BOYS WOUNDED 

Word was received here this week 
that Lieut. Hiram A. Miller, Jr., of 
Newton Highlands hnd been severely 
Injured in an engagement in FfanCS 
on May 2, and that Lieut. Edward K. 
Morrihew of Newton had been gassed 
and was In the hospital. 

Lieutenant Miller is the son of Mr. 
Hiram A. Miller of Erie avenue, New- 
ton Highlands. 

Although born in I)es Moines, la., 
22 years ago, he has lived practically 
all his life in Newton, graduating 
from the Newton High School in 1913. 
Ho then entered Yale hut left to at- 
tend the first Platts burg camp, where 
he was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant. He received his college de- 
gree last June. 

Lieutenant Miller is attached to the 
5th Field Artillery, has been in 
France six months, and since Janu- 
ary has been in action. His parents 
received a letter from him on March 
31 and on Saturday were officially 
notified that he was wounded on May 
2 . 

His brother. Lieut. Buckingham Mil- 
ler, is in France with the 27th Engi- 
neers. 

Lieut. Edward K. Merrihew, report- 
ed slightly wounded, is well known as 
n former Newton High School and 
Harvard athlet/:. According to his 
mother, he has not been wounded, but 
was gassed in a peculiar manner. He 
loaned a coat to a brother officer, 
who wore it through a gas attack so 
that the garment became saturated 
with the poison. When Merrihew 
again wore it this poison affected him 
so that he required hospital treat- 
ment. 

Lieutenant Merrihew, who is a 
member of the 151st Field Artillery, 
attended the first Plattsburg camp. 
He was graduated from Harvard in 
1910.

Housekeepers will be glml to know 
that there is nt present n large sup- 
ply of whent substitutes in the mar- 
ket and that they may use rye freely, 
since it does not keep ns well na 
wheat flour. None of it should he 
allowed to spoil in these dayR. It is 
good news. too. that there will be 
plenty of sugar for canning. Manu- 
facturers who require sugar for their 
business must now file certificates of 
the nmount they have used. Those 
who manufacture “essential’’ things 
will be kept well supplied, but those 
whose products are classed as "less 
essential," such as candy, soft drinks, 
chewing gum and the like, will be re- 
stricted to 70 per cent, of their nor- 
mal output. Housekeepers may secure 
from the County Food Administrator 
a card which, when presented nt the 
local grocery store, will entitle them 
to purchase twenty-five pounds for 
canning purposes. Mrs. George Minot 
Baker, of Concord. Mass., is the wo- 
man food administrator for Middle- 
sex County. 

The food demonstrations now being 
given twice daily, at eleven and at 
three, in the Civic Federation Cottage 
on the Common will he found very 
helpful, for the aim is to show how 
to use successfully the wheat substi- 
tutes, how to prepare appetizing 
dishes from inexpensive cuts of meats 
and in general how to serve simple 
dishes such as are needed in the av- 
erage household.

One of the most important features 
of the Rod Cross drive for a $100,000,- 
000 fund next week will ho the work 
of the industrial organization which 
will carry Its campaign into t lie in- 
dustrial nnd mercantile plants nnd 
make a personal appeal to each 
worker. 

Though Newton is essentially a 
city of homos, It also includes many 
nnd varied manufacturing establish- 
ments, nnd the latest effort to put the 
Garden City "over the top” will he 
aided greatly by the willingness of 
the industrial workers to contribute 
to this most worthy cause. Their 
subscriptions may he made on a 
weekly or monthly plan covering a 
period of twelve months. 

The plan includes noon rallies at 
the various plants, as well ns mass 
meetings at night in the severnl sec- 
tions of the city. The speakers will 
include men of national renown, ns 
well as military leaders who have seen 
active service nnd who are qualified 
to talk on the subject of the Red 
Cross nnd whnt It means to the sol- 
diers. not only of our own army, but 
those of our Allies. 

Briefly summed up, the industrial 
plan hns for its object the carrying to 
every worker nnd every employee a 
description of the work and purposes 
of the Red Cross — of how it may be 
made the vital and active agency on 
his behnlf of relieving the suffering 
and attending the wants of his own 
fellows, of caring for their depend- 
ents, to say nothing of affording suc- 
cor to the maimed soldiers of our 
Allies, of rescuing and providing for 
the homeless and helpless In the dis- 
tricts devastated by war, and of re- 
constructing war-ridden areas. 

Sergt. Edward Creed, one of Persh- 
ing’s veterans who recently returned 
from the trenches, said in an address 
at the Boston City Club, "The Ameri 
can Red Cross is the greatest organi- 
zation that there is in Europe today, 
It is the backbone of the American 
firing lines.” 

“I have seen the American Red 
Cross nurses in the various towns in 
France young girls used to every care, 
the best of treatment, the best of liv- 
ing. They go over there and are sub- 
jected to just as hard conditions as 
the men you send across to fight for 
you, and yet day after day glowing 
accounts come back of the heroic acts 
of our boys. But how many reports 
come across the water of the girls 
who stand by the bedsides of the men 
that are gassed, the men in fever; 
who stay by those bedsides under 
shell fire, putting up with every con- 
dition? Bear this in mind— if the 
American people don’t support the 
American Red Cross Fund they are 
deserting their own flesh and blood 
on the tiring line.” 

The organization which is to can- 
vass the industrial plants will in- 
clude competent team captains and 
managers. For the city as a whole 
Louis D. Gibbs of Billings park is 
district vice chairman, Leverett D. G. 
Bentley of 18 Baldwin street is dis- 
trict manager, and Fred C. Green of 
113 Church street, Watertown, is su- 
pervisor of publicity. The work in 
Wards 1 and 2 will be managed by 
Duncan Wright of 672 Chestnut street, 
Waban, in Wards 3 and 4 by Thomas 
J. Sullivan of 300 Elliot street, New- 
ton Upper Falls, in Wards 5, 6 and 7, 
by Miss Ethel W. Sabin of 1206 Boyl- 
ston street, Newton Upper Falls, and 
Charles Mills of 21 High street, New- 
ton Upper Falls. 

Newton has done more than her 
share in other war activities, and has 
shown that she is intensely patriotic. 
Workers, rally to the support of this 
latest drive, help put your city In the 
front rank once more, and do so by 
giving a day’s pay or income to the 
Red Cross.

Mayor Childs, in his usual 
forceful manner, paid a tribute to the 
boys who are making the supremo 
sacrifice in order that we may con- 
tinue to live in a country where free- 
dom and justice prevail. 

Rev. J. Edward Park pictured a 
vision of the boys to whom he had so 
many times spoken in yeafs past in 
the same hall where the exercises 
were held. He pictured them at that 
moment as undergoing the severe 
training of the camps, braving the 
perils of the sea on transports or 
storm-tossed patrol boats, under fire 
in the trenches, or in the hospitals 
where suffering and perhaps death at 
the last await so many. With a prayer 
for the cause for which they have 
gone forth, the flag was impressively 
dedicated and the pupils dispersed 
with a new sense of the nearness to 
us all of the great conflict. 

On the previous Wednesday morn- 
ing, Mr. Henry Whitmore of West 
Newton gave a talk on business 
ideals. 

Mr. Whitmore gave us to under- 
stand that a business man is as much 
needed in the world today as a cler- 
gyman, doctor, lawyer or a man of 
any other profession. 

“A business man’s honor is his 
greatest asset.” This was one of the 
most important facts of the talk. To 
hold an office position, a boy or girl 
must be accurate, courteous, punctual 
in the business in which he is en- 
gaged. These points were made clear 
and forcible by appropriate anecdotes. 

“In your hands, and in the hands of 
others like you, young men and wo- 
men, lies the future of this great 
country. Democracy is nothing if it 
does not promote the well being of 
every citizen in the country in which 
it exists.” Mr. Whitmore, in explana- 
tion of these statements, told of the 
work which must be done after the 
war, and of our duty to do it well. 


Newton High School’s tennis play- 
ers, who cut less figure In the Har- 
vard interscholastic tournament than 
had been generally expected, went to 
Milton Academy’s courts Monday and 
won all three singles and one of the 
two doubles matches from the private 
school hoys. George Scott, captain 
of the Newton team, won from A. H. 
Knox, Jr., the Milton leader, in 
straight sets, 6—3, 6—2, while Way- 
land Vaughan, second singles player 
for Newton, captured a hard-fought 
match from Delafleld DuBois, a Milton 
third-class student, 6—4, 9—7. In the 
other singles matcii Edgar Crosby of 
Newton defeated Richard Gorham of 
Milton, 8—6, 6—3. 

The best match of the dual meet 
was that between the first doubles 
teams, Scott and Vaughn of Newton 
defeating Knox and DuBois of Mil- 
ton, 6 — 3, 3 — 6, 7 — 5. Milton’s only 
point was scored by Gorham and John 
MacDuffle, 2d, in the doubles over 
Joel Leete and Walter Holmes of the 
Newton team, 6 — 4, 6 — 4. 

Captain Scott of the Newton team, 
who will matriculate at Dartmouth in 
the fall, was a semi-finalist in the 
Harvard tourney, losing to the ulti- 
mate champion — Henry Kaltenbach of 
Andover. "Sandy" Knox of Milton 
appeared formidable early in the tour- 
nament, but he was put out in the 
round before the semi-final by John 
Carleton, Andover’s captain, who lost 
in the final round. The Newton High 
team was unbeaten in eight dual 
matches last year and is hopeful of 
retaining a clean slate this season. 
Attempts to arrange a match with 
Andover were unsuccessful.

Mr. James E. Clark 
and Hiram E. Barker were re-elected 
as Trustees for a term of three 
years. 

The drilling of the Newton unit of 
the Constabulary on the Y.M.C.A. field 
drew many spectators last Wednesday 
evening, especially the boys and girls. 
The Boy Scouts were soon following 
the example set. by their older 
brothers, and were marching up and 
down the field.

A PLEASANT DUTY 


We have been asked by the National 
War Savings committee to carry to 
our readers the message that spend- 
ing for non-essentialB is stealing la- 
bor and capital from the government. 
It is a pleasure as well as a duty to 
comply with this request. 

It does comparatively little good 
to draw money out of the hank and 
lend it to the government. To be 
sure, the government then has the im- 
mediate use of the money; but the 
bank’s lending power is reduced by 
that amount, which means that some 
manufacturer of war munitions will 
find it so much more difficult to fi- 
nance his enterprise. 

The money that really counts is the 
money that we save by cutting down 
our consumption of goods. When we 
decide to make last spring’s hat serve 
another season, we not only have 
three or five dollars to invest in War 
Savings Stamps, but we help release 
a hat-maker for government service. 
We have added the actual labor cost 
of the hat to the country’s resources. 

Old clothes can do much to help de- 
feat Germany. And there are many 
things besides fashionable raiment 
that we can do without. Any reader 
of "Good Government,” with the aid 
of a pencil and a little concentrated 
thought, can probably total up a sav- 
ing of fifty dollars a month or more, 
without disturbing his way of life or 
his ordinary comfort. But that is not 
enough. Those who stand knee-deep 
in Flanders mud, their “backs to the 
wall,” with orders to die where they 
stand rather than give ground, have 
few enough comforts. We who are not 
privileged to stand with them can at 
least support them by refusing our- 
selves those pleasant self-indulgences 
of less perilous times. Every dollar 
we spend for non-essentials is equiva- 
lent to a dollar’s worth of German 
bullets. — Good Government.

TWO APPETIZING, WAYS OF USING 
MORE POTATOES 


If we help to use the supply of po- 
tatoes on hand, it will encourage the 
farmers to produce another large 
crop this year. Potatoes furnish 
much energy. Eat plenty of them. 

Puree of Cabbage and Potatoes — 
2 cups cooked, finely minced cabbage, 
6 medium-sized potatoes, one-half 
teaspoon pepper, 2 tablespoons butter, 
2 teaspoons salt. 1 cup hot milk. Cook 
potatoes and mash; beat in the hot 
milk, seasoning, and cabbage. Cook 
about five minutes longer. 

Drop Cookies (Carolyn Putnam 
Webber) — 1% cups mashed potatoes, 
three quarters cup white Karo, one 
half cup sugar, one-third cup fat, 1 
cup barley flour. 3 tablespoons baking 
powder, one-third cup nut meats, 
spices, one-half cup raisins, 1 tea- 
spoon salt. Mix as given and add 
more barley flour as needed. Bake 
on greased sheets in moderate oven.

LETTER FROM FRANCE 

The following letter from Lieut; 
William F. King of Bigelow road, 
West Newton, will he of interest to 
his many friends In this city. 

Denr M: — 

I suppose you have often wondered 
why 1 did not cable you when I 
landed. I did not because 1 could 
not. For three days I was In a prac- 
tical prison from which none of us 
could go out. and after thnt I was 
traveling for two days. By the time 
I got where I could cable 1 thought 
it host to wnlt a little longer so that 
I could send you my permanent ad- 
dress with the cable. 

The town In which I am now sta- 
tioned Is a very pleasant one and the 
army quarters are comfortable. As 
for the officers’ mess, I truly think 
that It Is the best mess I ever sat 
down to either In the states or in 
France. The American soldier in 
France certainly Is not starving. The 
men all seem very happy and satis- 
fied. They almost never complain, 
and I have never heard one of them 
say he was sorry he came across. In 
the numerous letters that I censor 
tho men all cnll their trip the great 
adventure, and they all speak enthu- 
siastically of France and its people. 
Probably there is hardly an Ameri- 
can soldier in Frnnce who would not 
like to see the war end and our troops 
go home, hut on the other hand I be- 
lieve there nre very few American 
soldiers in France who far a minute 
regret they came across. I know that 
is the way I feel. I have enjoyed 
deeply every bit of time and every 
mile of travel that I have had in 
France. Sometimes my conscience 
almost troubles me because I have 
had such a good time and suffered so 
little hardship in this war-stricken 
country. But Fnrnce is not as badly 
off as I thought at first glance. For 
food she does not seem at all se- 
riously pressed. Every inch of ground 
is under cultivation and there is no 
reason why a large crop should not 
he forthcoming this year. There nre 
many cattle about and plenty of meat 
in the shops. Sugar is the only no- 
ticeable scarcity. Candy and sweets 
of all sorts are almost unbuyable. 
But they are not necessities anyway. 
Tobacco is another luxury which is 
lacking. 

For clothing the French men and 
women still seem to keep themselves 
modestly covered up. Of course the 
Paris styles hardly run as furious a 
course as usual, but they are not nec- 
essary to life, either. The French 
soldiers are well dressed. They wear 
a diversity of clothing, but it is all 
serviceable and warm. Only one ar- 
ticle of clothing is hard to obtain, and 
that is footwear. Leather is scarce. 
The poorer civilians almost all now 
wear wooden shoes. The little boys 
made a great racket as they clatter 
down the steep, narrow stone-paved 
alleys in their wooden shoes. 

One sees very few automobiles here, 
and those that one sees are mostly 
doing military service. Autos are 
simply another luxury that the 
French have given up. The gasoline 
was necessary for use in military 
transportation. All France’s sources 
of fuel supply have' been diminished 
or cut off by the war so all that burns 
and conveys power is carefully con- 
served here. Stores are not heated, 
houses are not lighted, one’s feet are 
substituted for electric cars and taxi- 
cabs. In short, fit is the luxuries 
which have disappeared in France, 
not the necessities. France has the 
wherewithal to live on sturdily for 
many a year. But she has not the 
men to fight on indefinitely. Yet the 
United States can supply her with 
men, is now supplying her with men. 
There can he but one end to this 
war — the defeat which even now the 
average German does not begin to 
dream of. 

Do you know that the German pris- 
oners about here will not believe that 
we are Americans? They say we are 
Canadians. Their Kaiser has told 
them that his submarines allow no 
American troops to cross the Atlantic 
Ocean. Of course the Canadians are 
so nice and friendly that it is all 
right for them to cross to the trench- 
es. 

I must close now and give my 
troops a little drill. Also I have no 
less than fifty-two letters to censor, 
and my own also!

BEAD IN FRANCE 


Sergeant Prescott W. Gould of 
Newton Upper Falls is reported in 
Thursday's casualty list as having 
died from disease in France. Mr. 
Gould is the son of Mr. and Mrs.

He was born in Newton, graduated 
from Newton JJigh school and for 
two years was a student at Tech.

ALDERMEN 

Two New Members Appointed on Board 
of Health 

The aldermen held a rather short 
meeting on Monday night, with Vice- 
President Harrlman In the chair on 
account of the illness of President 
Early. Aldermen Kendrick and Mad- 
den were also absent. 

The board passed a resolution stat- 
ing in different language practically 
the same thing as was voted at the 
special meeting last week, pledging 
the city to contract with the federal 
authorities In the matter of training, 
housing and rationing the 500 drafted 
men who will use the Technical High 
School for four months this summer. 
Alderman Blake presented the resolu- 
tion and said that it would he neces- 
sary to give the national authorities 
some assurance of the city’s intention 
to accept the contract before Satur- 
day, as the assignment of the men by 
the War Department would have to 
be done on Monday. The cost, he 
said, had been figured to $1.85 per 
man per day. amounting to about 
$55,500 for the entire project. City 
Solicitor Bishop said that the legis- 
lation desired had been delayed by 
the insistence of the State House au- 
thorities that the bill should be a gen- 
eral bill, and the necessity for hold- 
ing an advertised hearing. He hoped 
that the bill would reach and be 
signed by the governor by Thursday. 
The resolution was passed unani- 
mously. 

Several hearings were held, most of 
which were unopposed. W. H. Hughes 
asked for permit for gasolene at 926 
Chestnut street; H. L. Generoux for 
permit for gasolene at 2066 Common- 
wealth avenue; for taking land for 
drain off Rowe street; for laying out 
and for building line on Devon road; 
and for building line on Kent road. 
Mr. Elgerton spoke In favor of tak- 
ing land for sewer In Warwick road, 
and Mrs. G. A. Pierce remonstrated by 
letter against the laying out of Fur- 
ber lane. A hearing was also held on 
petition of the Newtonville Auto 
Rental company for increased capac- 
ity for gasolene and the permit grant- 
ed later in the evening. 

Mayor Childs sent in the nomina- 
tions of John H. Gordon and C. Sidney 
Ensign as members of the Board of 
Health, and they were immediately 
confirmed after several members had 
given their opinion of the nomina- 
tions. 

The Mayor also approved bill of Dr. 
A. C. Cummings for Workmen’s Com- 
pensation. and the appropriation was 
subsequently made. The Mayor also 
sent in a petition of th^bfficers of the 
police department for more pay; for 
$500 to allow Co. A. State Guard, to 
undertake military instruction of men 
on the draft list; for $678.13 for la- 
borers’ pensions, requesting the al- 
dermen to serve on his staff Memorial 
Day, and the claim of Florence H. 
Russell for injuries caused by police 
car. 

The invitation of Charles Ward Post 
G.A.R. to take part in the Memorial 
Day exercises was accepted. 

Petitions for common victualler 
licenses from T. F. Eddy in Newton- 
ville. and Alfred Energren on the 
Charles river; of Henry H. Read. 
John Segerson and F. P. Welsch for 
auctioneers’ licenses, and for various 
permits for private garages were 
granted. 

Other petitions were received from 
Enrico Simoni and John Smith for 
common victualler licenses. for 
street sprinkling of Chaske avenue 
and Eddy street. 

On recommendation of committees, 
permission to enter a drain into Bul- 
lough's pond was granted Helen L. 
Bacon; for a sewer in Central street;

RED CROSS DRIVE 

Over $100,000 Already Secured and Quota Will 
Be Doubled at Least 


Newton’s quota in the present Red 
Cross War Fund Drive was thought 
from the first to be too small and now 
It has been proven so, for the amount 
already collected is in excess of $138,- 
000. and reports from all of the vari- 
ous teams have not yet been turned 
in to Executive Chairman Henry J 
Nichols. So widespread is the gener- 
ous giving of the Newton citizens, both 
young and old, poor and rich, that a 
still greater excess over the quota 
will be attained by Monday night. 

The impetus given to the work of 
the many teams through the enthusi- 
asm created at the rallies last Sunday 
night was sufficient to produce a very 
large return on Monday, and many 
contributions were offered to village 
chairmen and team captains and so- 
licitors. even without solicitation. By 
this time nearly all residents have 
been called upon, excepting those who 
have been absent at the time of call, 
and It is that group of Newtonians 
who are to be rounded up on Satur- 
day and Sunday. 

The Executive Committee will meet 
at the Newton Club on Sunday to make 
a thorough inspection of the work 
done by the various teams and ascer- 
tain whether there are any stones left 
unturned In the campaign. The de- 
sire to back up the work of the boys 
in France with the dollars of the peo- 
ple in the United States has been 
evident everywhere. Very little lack 
of patriotism has been seen, although 
It is to be regretted that a large num- 
ber of the homes of our community do 
not show the Red Cross poster “Have 
You Given? We have” In their front 
windows. That poster was widely dis- 
tributed and was the cause of many 
voluntary gifts and a great deal of 
readiness on the part of household- 
ers when solicitors called, for it in- 
spired the desire to attach the strip 
announcing the personal giving to the 
great fund. 

The West Newton teams are running 
a stiff leadership race with the rest 
of the teams in the city, and the es- 
tablishment by Mr. Oliver M. Fisher 
of a Red Cross station opposite the 
Newton railroad station was not only 
a happy thought, but has been of 
very great benefit to the fund. 

Many interesting Ltories of giving 
have come to the attention of the 
committee. In one instance. Mr. 
Crosby of a West Newton team 
stopped a little boy of ten on Highland 
street. West Newton, and asked the 
boy if he cared to contribute to the 
Red Cross Fund. The lad said that 
he knew he had a dollar at home on 
his bureau, and. although he was sav- 
ing it up for some other particular 
purpose, the collector could get it if 
he would call and ask the boy’s moth- 
er for it. Another boy in Newtonville 
voluntarily offered his monthly allow- 
ance of a single dollar, apparently for- 
getting his boyish expenditures for the 
month in a desire to help the work 
of the Red Crbss at the front. He had 
been very much impressed by the 
talk of Sergeant Billy Wellman over 
at Newton Highlands on Sunday eve- 
ning. 

The mass meetings in the eight sec- 
tions of the city were all well attend- 
ed last Sunday night. Perhaps the 
most notable, on account of the per- 
sonal relationship of the principal 
speaker to the locality, were at New- 
ton Highlands and Newton Centre, 
where, at the Newton Highlands Con- 


gregational Church and in Bray Hall, 
Newton Centre. Sergeant William A. 
Wellman, commonly known as ’’Billy’” 
Wellman, a Newton hoy. who Is a 
veteran of the I^tfayetu* Escadrille, 
gave interesting talks. Sergeant Well- 
man spoke only briefly about his own 
personal career in France, but was 
very earnest indeed in describing the 
work of the Red Cross in the trenches, 
in "No Man’s Land” and in the hospi- 
tals behind the front. It was an im- 
pressive sight to see the entire audi- 
ence in the Congregational Church 
rise and stand applauding Billy when 
he walked up into the pulpit, and they 
listened very attentively to his frank 
and easy expression of his feelings 
and his description of what he had 
seen. 

At Newton Centre. Colonel Williams 
of the Canadian Army also spoke, and 
at Newton Highlands a description of 
the work of the past, as well as of 
the future in the Red Cross, was given 
by William C. Hamburgh of Newton- 
ville, in charge of the publicity of the 
campaign in this city. 

At the Eliot Church in Newton an 
enthusiastic crowd was drawn by 
Lieutenant Bankart of the Canadian 
Army, the Rev. Henry H. Crane be- 
ing the second speaker; in the Central 
Congregational Church. Newtonville. 
Lieutenant Mallet of the French Army, 
and the Hon. John E. Hannigan of 
Cambridge were the speakers. At the 
West Newton Congregational Churcb, 
Lieutenant Jack Tutt of the Royal 
Flying Corps and the Rev. Julian C. 
Jaynes were the speakers; at the Au- 
burndale Congregational Church. 
Lieutenant Mallet and Dr. Thomas 
Chalmers, principal of the Allen* Mili- 
tary School, were the speakers; in the 
Church of the Good Shepherd at 
Waban, Lieutenant Tutt was the prin- 
cipal speaker, and in Early Hall. New- 
ton Lower Falls. Lieutenant Bankart, 
together with Mayor Childs, addressed, 
the audience. 

At all of these events there was pa- 
triotic music, ministers of other 
churches, as well as the various vil- 
lage chairmen, were present on the 
platform or in the chancels, and each 
one of the speakers deeply impressed 
the audiences which comprised the 
representative community of the vari- 
ous villages.

RESULTS OFTAX SYSTEM 

Professor Johnson’s Interesting Address 
Last Week at Newtonville 

At the annual meeting last week 
of the Newtonville Improvement As- 
sociation, Prof. Lewis J. Johnson of 
Harvard gave an interesting address. 

Needless obstacles to village im- 
provement arise from some unintend- 
ed results of our tax system. Wc tax 
a man more if he improves his prop- 
erty than if he does not; moreover, 
we actually subsidize the man who 
wholly refuses to improve, not only 
keeping his taxes light, but by be- 
stowing upon him an actual free gift, 
in the shape of publicly created in- 
crease in the value of his site. We 
penalize the improver; we add to his 
burdens and risks; but the man w'ho 
obstructs progress, who maintains va- 
cant lots, we actually reward. The 
remedy is obvious. We must reverse 
this process. Wc must cease to en- 
courage the non-improver and must 
add new rewards for the improver. 
We might leave him to enjoy in peace 
the fruits of his industry, public spir- 
it and thrift, without being taxed 
upon them. This is precisely what 
the single tax would do, and is in- 
tended to do. 

(Here the speaker gave blackboard 
illustrations of how' the single tax 
would benefit the small home owmer 
and others w'ho put their land to nor- 
mal use.) He added: 

The Single Tax is a tw'o-fold pro- 
posal; it is offered as the scientific 
system of public revenue and as, what 
is of even greater value, a means of 
ending the disastrous evils due to 
taxes on trade, industry and thrift, 
and to the stifling of production and 
improvement by abusing land owner- 
ship, i.e., by holding valuable land 
out of use. The principle underlying 
the Single Tax becomes clear upon 
opening our eyes to the obviously in- 
herent right of the public to the site- 
value of land, meaning thereby that 
portion of the value of land due to the 
presence, activities and expenditures 
of the community. 

Site-value is not an individual prod- 
uct and should not be permitted to be 
appropriated by individuals; on the 
other hand since it is a community 
product site-value should be appro- 
priated by the community and be en- 
joyed by members of the community 
on equal terms — in the form of good 
government and public facilities and 
improvements. Site-value is the 
measure of the cash value of govern- 
ment and society, and must in nature 
of things suffice for the support of 
all governmental enterprises w'orthy 
of support. 

All property other than site-value 
being a product of individual labor, 
should be sacred to private owner- 
ship. Its value should not, under 
normal conditions at least, be per- 
mitted to be appropriated by the pub- 
lic. 

No object of taxation other than 
land is enhanced in value by public 
expenditure and only si\te-value of 
land at that; justice accordingly dic- 
tates making the site-value of land 
the sole basis of revenue taxes, and 
doing so as rapidly as the public may 
see its way clear to do so. The long- 
er we delay the change, however, the 
longer must legitimate business, thrift 
and industry endure the burdensome 
injustices of our present regime — 
simply for the sake of avoiding hard- 
ships, largely imaginary, for the mi- 
croscopic number of non-producers 
w’ho are subsidized by the present 
system and are the sole beneficiaries 
of it. Such few' could, and doubtless 
would, be readily cared for by special 
provisions lasting through the period 
of change. 

To be more specific: single taxers 
favor the abolition of all taxes on

personal property, machinery, live- 
stock, buildings, all improvements to 
land and all other products of labor; 
on imports; on intangibles, incomes 
and inheritances, except ns theso are 
reached automatically by the tax on 
site-values. Thus we w'ould untax 
food, clothing and sheltor as well as 
trade, manufacturing, agriculture and 
all useful industry, we would carry 
taxation of the site-value of land at 
least to the point of permitting ade- 
quate use of valuable land (whether 
for building or for open spaces) to 
become more profitable than inade- 
quate use of non-use; thus making it 
easier for workers to own homes and 
farms; thus opening opportunities for 
both labor and capital; and clearing 
the way to industrial peace and well- 
distributed prosperity. 

The demand for land for specula- 
tion thus being destroyed, the supply 
of valuable land would be found to 
outrun the demand for It. The price 
of land (measured in combined taxes 
and purchase price) w’ould drop to a 
normal figure (in all outlying land to 
a merely nominal figure), but no cash 
advantage could come of owning It 
unless it be kept in proper use. To a 
user, how’ever. land would be more 
valuable than now’, for he would no 
longer be tnxed for using it. Our 
present system of titles would remain 
intact. None would be discommoded 
except the very few who would be 
disappointed in their expectation — 
conscious or unconscious — to live off 
the labor of others in return for per- 
mitting them the use of land. Even 
such few’ disappointed ones w’ould 
find themselves under fairer condi- 
tions for earning a living by useful 
service than their present privileges 
permit others now’ to enjoy. 

Some idea of the extent of the evil 
of holding valuable land out of use 
can be gained from the fact that more 
than one half the taxable land-area 
of the tw’enty-six wards of municipal 
Boston is vacant, even though this 
unoccupied land exceeds in assessed 
valuation all the land in Franklin, 
Hampshire and Worcester counties 
combined — outside of the city of 
Worcester. This means that w’ithin 
the city of Boston there is lying dere- 
lict a residential and business oppor- 
tunity equal in value to a third of 
the area of the state outside of Bos- 
ton. No w’onder rents are high, 
buildings are poor, and slums abound! 
If we should tax aw’ay the advantage 
of holding this valuable land vacant 
we should soon see a change! 

Some idea of the amount of land in 
this country can be gathered from the 
fact that there is room in Massachu- 
setts alone to house the whole popu- 
lation of the United States, giving a 
separate house and a quarter-acre to 
each family. 

Let us collect into the public treas- 
ury the present annual charge upon 
land ownership and abolish the taxes 
we now pay in additions; we should 
thus increase our resources for na- 
tional defence; each individual, 
whether citizen or alien, would auto- 
matically pay his full and just share 
of public revenue, and we should then 
not only gradually become a nation of 
home-owners and land-ow’ners, hut 
we should perhaps have made the 
greatest step in all history not only 
toward better homes and better gov- 
ernment. but tow’ard civilization it- 
self, including our victory in this war. 

Each of the belligerent countries, 
including Germany, so far as we are 
aware, and certainly England and the 
United States— handicaps itself by 
maintaining destructive and repress- 
ive taxes. A country which abandons 
this .practice will put itself at a great 
advantage. Why should not the Unit- 
ed States be such a country? 

I believe no great reform of com- 
parable magnitude has ever been pro- 
posed in which the inconveniences 
while going into operation would he 
relatively so light or to which adjust- 
ment after its adoption would he so 
quick, easy, natural or permanent. 
Moreover, these are days in which in- 
conveniences are not mistaken for 
reasons to quit, and it is even more 
important to put such a reform into 
effect when the burdens of war are 
upon us than w’hen the penalties of 
economic folly are less disastrous. 


DEAD IN FRANCE 

Richard Blodgett, 20 years old, an 
American aviator, son of Edw’ard E. 
Blodgett or 174 Temple street, West 
Newton, has just been killed in 
France while in flight, according to a 
cable message received by his father 
Tuesday morning. 

More- than a year ago. when a stu- 
dent at Williams College, he went to 
Franco as a volunteer ambulance 
driver. After several months he be- 
came a driver of an ammunition mo- 
tor, and recently joined the air ser- 
vice. He had been studying hard, 
and flying for about three weeks. 

Only last Friday his father re- 
ceived a cable from him, saying that 
he had “got first German, a biplane.” 
Tuesday morning news of his death 
was received. 

It is understood that he was killed 
while in a flight, and fell inside the 
American lines. 

His brother, also a Williams man, 
enlisted in the Regular Army. Mrs. 
Blodgett is now’ in New York, having 
gone to see her elder son, who expects 
to he sent to France within a short 
time.

His heroine is u young woman re- 
porter, who takes up the cudgels 
against a corrupt Congressman in 
Missouri und, after u series of excit- 
ing experiences that test her courage 
and integrity — and incidentally win 
for her the sympathy of the public — 
succeeds in forcing him into retire- 
ment. And to prove her true femin- 
inity, she wins the love of u Missouri 
editor who for years has been one 
of the Congressman's tools.

The nesting season of the birds has 
arrived. Whether or not there will 
be the desired increase in birds this 
season depends very largely on the 
protection which will be received by 
the adult birds during the hatching 
period, and the young birds until they 
can fly and have learned to shift for 
themselves. 

One of the greatest menaces to the 
bird life of the country today is the 
house cat. There are very few cats 
which, if given the opportunity, will 
not kill a mother bird on the nest or 
a helpless fledgling fluttering around 
on the ground. The great tragedy is 
as likely to occur in the clematis j 
along the porch, or in the bow’er gar- 
den, as it is in the remote places fre- 
quented by the so-called “wild” hunt- 
ing house cat. 

This is no atempt to indict the cat. 
We have great sympathy for and ap- 
preciation of the affection between 
Tabby and her owner. We are sim- 
ply asking that at this crucial period 
the birds be given all benefit of the 
doubt. 

We earnestly ask the owner of 
every house cat during the next three 
months to assume the responsibility 
of seeing that the cat will not be 
given an opportunity to kill birds. 

The country is at war. To win the 
war we must have food. It is com- 
mon knowledge that the birds are a 
tremendous factor in the protection of 
the food supply from insects. Cats if 
unrestrained, especially at this sea- 
son, will tremendously weaken that 
protection. The logic is simple. The 
birds are trying to do their bit. Let 
us all help them.

COUNTRY EDITOR OPENS HIS 
MAIL 


Minnesota Publisher Tells What He 
Finds In It uml How the Day’s 
Business Usually Is Begun

Publisher Levang’s Weekly, Lanes- 
boro, Minn. 

Sure, Mike, it’s a delight to be in 
the newspaper business right now. 
Every day is one continual round of 
pleasure. Just to give you an idea, 
here is the chronicle of one day’s hap- 
penings, and all other days seem to be 
more or less like this one. 

In the morning, and in the after- 
noon, too, opening the mail — It used 
to be a task of pleasant anticipation; 
there might accidentally be a remit- 
tance from some delinquent subscrib- 
er whose conscience hud awakened. 
Now the editor is robbed of even that 
pleasure. The task has become one 
to be dreaded because of the increased 
labor in emptying the waste paper 
basket. There are letters by the 
score each mail, and all even demand 
a donation of advertising space — “on 
account of the war,” 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
wants free advertising space for the 
Liberty Loan — and gets it. Davison, 
Morgan's partner, wants free space 
for the Red Cross— and gets it. Her- 
bert C. Hoover, the nution’s food di- 
rector, wants free space to convince 
the people that "Save the waste and 
win the war” is the correct dope — 
and gets it. The National Liquor 
Dealers’ Association wants free space 
for a plea against national prohibition 
during the war — and get it NOT. The 
Minnesota Agricultural School wants 
free space to tell the farmers wiiat 
they don’t know about farming In war 
times. The Minnesota Commission on 
Public'Safety wants free space to tell 
about how the Fourth of July should 
be celebrated In this year of war. The 
Minnesota State Fair wants free 
space for the purpose of showing the 
people that patriotism and fair atten- 
dance go well together. The Minne- 
sota fire marshal wants free space to 
advertise what HE has done. The Y. 
M. C. A. wants free space to help their 
good w’ork along. A United States 
senator wants free space to set him- 
self right on the question of national 
prohibition. A dozen — more or less — 
congressmen want free space to get 
mention in connection with some 
phase of war legislation. And then 
there is Tom, Dick and Harry, who 
want free mention of their business 
and their wares — "on account of the 
war.” Never u hint about paying 
even for composition. From the gov- 
ernment down they all seem to live 
under the impression that no printer 
demands wuges in war times, and that 
a newspaper publisher gets the w’ork 
done for nothing. 

And to cup the climax at the bottom 
of the pile of letters is one from the 
print paper house with the pleasing 
information that the Federal Trade 
Commission hue no authority to bring 
the paper trust to time, und conse- 
quently to prepare for still another 
rise in the price of print paper. 

How is that for a cheerful begin- 
ning of a working day? 

The weary grind of the day is in- 
terrupted occasionally. An advertiser 
drops in to inform the editor thut, due 
to wur times, it will he necessary to 
reduce his advertising space — other- 
wise. how’ is lie to buy a Liberty Loan 
bond and donate to the Red Cross? 
Another business man comes in to get 
figures on a job of printing. Quite 
naturally the price quoted is a little 
more than before the paper trust took 
advantage of the wur to boost the 
price of paper to the country news- 
paper man and not to the great print- 
ing corporations in the large cities. 
The local customer, in possession of 
prire quotations from the big city 
concerns, suspects the home printer 
of scheming to hold him up— and the 
order goes away from home. But —if 
the local printer should send away 
from homo for goods iu that man’s 
line, wouldn't there be u howl, Belin- 
da? 

By this time the editor’s mental 
condition is such thut he is busy won- 
dering whether he is still fit for "can- 
non fodder."

CITED FOR BRAVERY 

Sergt. Almon W. Spaulding, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. H. B. Spaulding of 15 
Brewster road, Newton Highlands, 
now serving with the U.S.A. ambu- 
lance service in France, has been 
commended for bravery and cited in 
general orders by command of Gen. 
Pershing. 

Young Spaulding, a graduate of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College 
last June, attended U.S.A.A.C. camp 
at Allentown, Pa., during the summer 
and sailed for France in August. By 
Christmas he had been promoted to 
sergeant and three months later, the 
slight Newton boy, who was not ro- 
bust enough to Join the army, had dis- 
tinguished himself to the extent of 
attracting the attention of the com- 
manding officer of the American ex- 
peditionary forces. 

Young Spaulding was on duty with 
the French Army when he performed 
deeds of heroism that resulted in his 
citation. According to information 
received at his home, Spaulding was 
cited by his commanding officer for 
“splendid conduct” on March 20 and 

The citation follows: 

The commander-in-chief has noted 
with great satisfaction your splendid 
conduct on March 20 and 21 for which 
you were cited by your commanding 
officer in the following terms: 

“Sergeant Spaulding had charge of 
both posts March 18, 19, 20 and 21, and 
directed the work with marked ability 
and courage. He was on the road 
practically all of the forty-eight hours 
of March 20 and 21, under shellfire 
and in waves of gas, directing the 
movements of the ambulances. In 
, where the gas and mist hung 


the thickest. Sergeant Spaulding 
walked ahead of the cars and felt out 
the way and at all times by his spirit 
and courage kept the work up to a 
high standard. On the night of the 
21st he found a car disabled on the 
road, and on examination found that a 
pipe in the radiator had been pierced 
by shrapnel. Plugging up the hole 
with chewing gum he sent the car 
back for relief. By exposing himself 
continuously he saw that all com- 
mands were understood and obeyed.”

Delegates returned from the Bien- 
nial at Hot Springs report a fine trip, 
interesting sessions and a worth- 
while convention. Although it was 
announced ns a War Council, one of 
the delegates. Mrs. F. E. Dowling, 
chairman of the State Federation 
Press committee, states in an inter- 
view, “There is little room for doubt 
when all is reviewed that suffrage 
was the paramount interest of the 
convention. It is true that war work 
in its every phM8 was the subject of 
all meetings and conferences and post 
prandial programs, but suffrage was 
the one topic that brought forth 
storms of applause wherever and 
whenever it was mentioned." 

Politics, ns usual, played n lnrge 
part in the convention, especially 
among the delegations who were sup- 
porting candidates. Mrs. Gurney, 
State President for Massachusetts, 
has it to her credit that she was able 
to secure the re-election of Miss 
Georgie A. Bacon as first vice-presi- 
dent without any compromise or trad- 
ing of votes. 

Miss Bacon’s anti-suffrage views 
were made the basis of objection to 
her ns an officer, so that her election 
was secured only after strenuous la- 
bor. No other consideration was 
brought against her, for all who have 
worked with her recognize her keen 
insight, her remarkable service upon 
the finance committee and her great 
executive ability. The fact remains 
that many women from the suffrage 
states simply refuse to consider any 
candidate; who holds an opposite 
opinion.

No one occasion of all the club 
meetings held in Newtoh during the 
year brings a better or more complete 
presentation of the united work of 
the women’s clubs of the city than 
may be gained from the annual meet- 
ing of the Newton Federation of Wo 
men’s Clubs. The chapel of the Cen- 
tral Congregational Church at New- 
tonville was taxed almost to overflow- 
ing last week Friday for this year’s 
annual meeting. Seldom have the 
reports been better given, and surely 
never has there been such vital work 
accomplished, as during the year that 
has just closed. After the routine re- 
ports of the officers came brief res- 
umes of what has been done by the 
standing committees* Mrs. E*. 0, 
Taylor, for the Civics and Social Ser- 
vice committee, stated that her de- 
partment has been keeping an inter- 
est in the dental clinic, although it is 
now wholly supported by the city. 
Over 1000 treatments have been given 
to between 300 and 400 children. She 
spoke of the new clinic at the hospi- 
tal and told how her committee has 
met the call from the Woman’s Com- 
mittee of the Council of National De- 
fense by assuming the work laid out 
by the department for Maintenance of 
Existing Social Agencies. A survey 
of our institutions has been made, 
and Mrs. Taylor urged particularly 
support for the West Newton Music 
School and for the Welfare Bureau. 
She mentioned particularly the need 
of volunteers to do work in the homes 
of families known to the Bureau, if 
it be only one from every club and 
one from every church,, 

Mrs. G. W. St. Amant, chairman of 
the Education committee, told how 
her committee co-operated in the fall 
in the drive for library books for the 
cantonments, of the survey of the 
lunch-room of the Classical High 
school, and the suggested changes 
still under consideration of the au- 
thorities. She spoke of the work for 
Americanization, upon the motion 
picture censorship board, and closed 
with a hearty appeal to the mothers 
to support the teachers. 

In presenting the report for the 
Social committee, Mrs. S. Hardy 
Mitchell, acting chairman, gave 
tribute to the memory of Mrs. J. F. 
Brant, who was appointed as chair- 
man but died during the winter with- 
out having been able to serve. 

Mrs. Irving O. Palmer voiced in her 
president’s report the spirit of willing 
service and team work which she has 
met during the year. She stated that 
the clubs of the city have contributed 
$1400 for the Furlough Houses to be 
established In France by the club wo- 
men of America. 

Brief reports from the clubs and af- 
filiated organizations, and the election 
of officers concluded the morning ses- 
sion. 

A delicious war luncheon was 
served by the Social committee and 
was heartily approved by those par- 
taking of it, both for its modest cost 
and also for its quality. 

Before leaving the table Mrs. Palm 
er, in humorous vein, presented the 
newly-elected officers as the mem- 
bers of her orchestra, Mrs. Herbert J. 
Gurney, president of the Massachu- 
setts State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, the guest of honor, responded 
gracefully to the introduction of a 
manager before whom the orchestra 
was to play. 

Mr. Fred H. Tucker, representing 
the Newton Public Sufety Committee, 
was another guest. The third, Miss 
Annie L. Weeks, the new city leader 
of food conservation, gave a short ac- 
count of the need for conserving food 
and offered freely her services to each 
and all. 

The company then adjourned to the 
vestry above where all were charmed 
with the songs by the chorus of the 
Auburmlale Woman’s Club, among 
them being, by request, “Keep the 


Home Fires Burning,’’ and the "Ar- 
kansas Song" sung by that delegation 
at the Biennial. 

Mrs. Gurney was the first speaker 
of the afternoon, her subject being 
"The Value of Club Organization in 
War Time.” 

"The one thing to consider today," she 
said, "is the best way to win the war. 
The women’s clubs represent the best 
organization work. Their work for 
the Inst 25 years has been for thiB 
moment." She pointed out how the 
clubs hnve taught women to get an- 
other’s point of view, that no one is ab- 
solutely right; they stand for the de- 
velopment of women. Thnt they are 
restricted to no one race, creed or po- 
litical opinion is of tremendous vnlue. 

The different phases of club work, 
such as Americanization, child wel- 
fare, keeping hoys and girls in school 
— all are grent war measures. She 
urged sanity. poiRe and a drinking 
deep at the fountains of literature, art 
and music, on the part of women, and 
especially in the planning of club 
programs for next year. Make your 
club the great school for the develop- 
ment of your women and centres for 
community interests and community 
life. 

Mrs. Francis E. Stanley compared 
the recent Biennial at Hot Springs 
with one sixteen years earlier at Los 
Angeles, saying that it was easy to 
trace the same growth there as in 
smaller groups. At the former edu- 
cation was the watchword, today it is 
service. 

Then followed Mrs. Palmer’s ac- 
count of the Hot Springs Biennial 
given without notes and yet taking 
her audience to the many sessions, to 
the conferences, giving them a 
glimpse of the social side and leav- 
ing them with the feeling of having 
been there also. 

It was with a feeling of satisfaction 
that the members went away from 
the meeting, satisfaction as to the 
Way In Which it had passed off and 
satisfaction in the accomplishment of 
work well worth while throughout 
the year.

Charles H. Keeler, Newton Highlands 
Monday Club; auditor. Miss Lilia A. 
Rider, Auburndale Review Club.

Your president has suggested that 
the Federation Orchestra is to play 
before a new hoard of managers: 
namely, the Public Safety Committee. 
This all sounds very nice, but I feel 
as if Mrs. Palmer were the organist 
and I the small animal that dances at 
the end of a string when the organ 
begins to play. 

Seriously, I am glad today to bring 
to you the greetings of the Newton 
Public Safety Committee. We realize 
that you represent one of the real 
forces for good in the city, while we 
represent another, and between these 
forces there should be the heartiest 
co-operation. 

You asked our help when you held 
your meeting for foreigners in the 
Armory last winter, and we gladly 
gave it. The one hundred dollars we 
contributed at that time could not 
have been better spent, and we re- 
joiced with you that the meeting was 
such a success. We expect to give 
you a chance to co-operate with us in 
the Agricultural Fair which we are 
planning to hold this fall, and we feel 
sure you will be willing to help us. 

This spring your president, who is 
a valued member of the Public Safety 
Committee, suggested that we employ 
a Woman City Leader to co-ordinate 
the women’s conservation work 
throughout the city. She told us that

TOBACCO WANTED 

The Graphic, 

Newton, Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The Red Cross Commission In 
France is continually receiving re- 
quests from the commanding officers 
for supplying great quantities of to- 
bacco for the use of the American Ex- 
peditionary Force In France. The ef- 
forts of your paper and other papers 
In -the country to secure funds espe- 
cially designated for the purchase of 
tobacco for our army abroad, has 
made It possible thus far for the Red 
Cross to respond to practically all of 
these requests for tobacco without it 
being necessary to expend any Red 
Cross funds for this purpose. 

We have just received from our 
Commission in France word that the 
amount of tobacco which we have been 
able to supply them with In the pjst 
Is not nearly enough to answer the 
urgent calls which we are receiving 
and will receive in the future. I give 
below some extracts from recent ca- 
bles received from our Commission, 
bearing on this subejct: 

March 7. Not over 300 cases tobac- 
co In all our storehouses. Last month 
distributed 1000 cases. 

March 13. Have now distributed all 
newspaper tobacco and should have 
more. How much can we expect 
monthly? 

March 28. We need 175 cases news- 
paper tobacco a month for each army 
division. 

April 15. Divisional bodies our 
troops scattered detachments under 
training as well as sick and wound- 
ed, all make irresistible demand for 
more tobacco. Minimum needs 175 
cases per month for each division. 
We must be able to supply such de- 
mand as we had this week when Am- 
erican aviator who recently brought 
down two Boche machines in one day 
walked miles in rain to get tobacco 
for himself and comrades. 

We are depending on you and hope 
that it will be possible for you to in- 
crease your activities in this line to 
meet the increasing demand. The 
need is gaining as the number of our 
troops abroad grows. We sincerely 
hope that you can make your endeav- 
ors proportionate and that you will be 
able to furnish us with a large quan- 
tity to equal the needs as indicated to 
us from abroad.

this work that they would help fi- 
nance it If necessary. We hope we 
shall not have to call upon them. The 
matter was referred to the Food Con- 
servation committee, of which I am 
chairman, and the Idea appealed to us 
instantly. We asked Miss Roof, who 
represents the federal government 
and also the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College In thlq particular line of 
work, to find ub the strongest possible 
woman to take up the women's con- 
servation work in Newton under the 
auspices of the Food Conservation 
committee. The result was that she 
recommended to us Miss Annie L. 
Weeks, who had formerly been a resi- 
dent of Newton. Miss Weeks is a 
graduate of the Framingham Normal 
School, taught for several years, and 
then took a course at Simmons Col- 
lege in Household Economics and So- 
cial Service. Having had hIx years' 
experience in social work in Chicago, 
Cambridge, and Rochester, N. Y.. 
Miss Roof felt that Miss Weeks was 
well fitted to take up work in Newton. 
We feel we were fortunate in secur- 
ing her services and are glad to have 
her with us today. Finding so many 
women city leaders In Newton. Miss 
Weeks has asked to work under title 
of Home Demonstration Leader. 

We are sure that she will help the 
women in Newton to concentrate their 
efforts along practical food conserva- 
tion lines; that she will be able to 
prevent duplicating of efforts; and 
will bring to you many new and prac- 
tical ideas in household economics. 
We know that you will help her by 
co-operating as far as possible in 
what she is undertaking. You have 
already begun this good work during 
the two weeks that Miss Weeks has 
been with us. We believe the result 
of a closer affiliation between the 
Federation of Women’s Clubs and the 
Newton Public Safety committee will 
result not only in a larger accom- 
plishment of good work, hut what per- 
haps is quite as important — a com- 
munity understanding of the needs of 
our country and of our city, and the 
practical ways to achieve the bes't 
results in relieving these needs. 

Again let me assure you that you 
have the heartiest respect and best 
wishes of the Newton Public Safety 
Committee. 


COMMUNITY SINGING 


With the whole spirit of the Sunday 
night’s singing made manifest by the 
introduction of the new song, 

Chip in a day's pay where you are, 
‘‘Chip in a day’s pay where you are. 
Some poor wounded soldier you may 
rescue in the war, 

Chip in a day’s pay where you are,” 
the address of the evening most fitly 
brought out au appeal for Red Cross 
funds. Mr. George Parker was the 
leader of the singing, and during the 
course of the evening he favored his 
audience with “The Trumpet.” 

Alderman Harriman was introduced 
and after congratulating the people on 
their singing, he said he was remind- 
ed of the general who said, “If you 
will let me write the songs of the 
army you may write the orders." He 
then quoted several instances of the 
appeal of music in connection with 
the life and success of the army, and 
then proceeded to speak of the effi- 
ciency of the Red Cross, which is 
starting its new drive this week. 

He described it as an organization 
founded in every land in the world, 
to alleviate suffering, not only in 
times of peace, as at the time of the 
Salem fire, but it is to be found on the 
firing line in time of war. The Red 
Cross dates back to the middle of the 
last century to the Crimean war, when 
Russia was fighting against France 
and England. Stories of the intense 
suffering of the men on the battle- 
field where there was no provision for 
the Injured, went back to England, 
and the world-famous Florence 
Nightingale came forward as the 
Angel of Mercy. She was the first to 
devote her entire time to nursing In 
the war. 

In 1859, In a war between Fruncd 
and Italy against Austria, there came 
to the froiit a Swiss who was so af- 
fected by the need of care of those 
suffering on the battlefield that he 
spent four years traveling around arid 
talking up on organization for the al- 
leviation of all this. So in 1863 there 
met in Geneva representatives of 14 
nations to draw up the rules and 
regulations of the Red Cross. The 
insignia of this organization was to 
be the red cross, and everywhere it 
was to be considered a neutral and 
treated as a friend. It spread widely 
and Clara Barton was the first presi- 
dent of that organization which was 
founded in America in 1881. It is 
supported entirely by private contri- 
butions, and now they are making a 
new appeal for funds. All of us can- 
not go to Europe, but all of us can 
do something for the Red Cross. Will 
you do your share? 

Senator John W. Weeks was an- 
nounced as the speaker for next Sun- 
day, and Mr. F. W. Chase will lead the 
singing.

On Friday morning “Bill” Wellman, 
the American Ace, a graduate of N. 
H. 8. and a former captain of the 
hockey team, spoke to the school. His 
informal talk was perhaps the most 
Interesting and thrilling ever heard at 
school, as it brought home to the 
students In forceful manner the risks 
an airman takes and the amount of 
nerve and courage one must have. 
The description of the various ways 
of attacking different kinds of air- 
craft, of his experiences on his first 
flight, and his trips over the German 
lines with his friend Hitchcock, who 
is now a prisoner, were most absorb- 
ing. In an easy manner he told of 
returning with his machine full of 
holes, but himself unhurt, and of the 
exciting thrills of going into a nose 
spin or doing some other equally dan- 
gerous but common manoeuvre.

The salnry order reported at the 
last meeting by the Finance commit- 
tee and over which there was a long 
discussion at that time, was reported 
back unchanged, nnd after Aldermen 
Whidden and Hollis had stated that 
they did not intend to oppose it fur- 
ther, it was passed unanimously. 
The order makes small increases In 
the salaries of the city treasurer, city 
commissioner, water commissioner 
and one or two clerks. 

The board adjourned at 9.10 after 
which Alderman Clark called atten- 
tion to the report in the Graphic of 
his remarks in nominating Alderman 
Holt for the office to which he was re- 
cently elected. Alderman Clark said 
that the article gave the impression 
that he was opposed to Mr. Holt’s 
nomination, while on the contrary he 
had made the nomination with a great 
deal of pleasure. Alderman Clark 
also called attention of the board to 
the fact that Mr. A. C. Shorey, “the 
alderman from ward 22." one of the 
newspaper men present, had recently 
become a bridegroom and suggested 
that he be given a reception. Efforts 
to induce Mr. Shorey to rise to the 
occasion were futile, however, and the 
members of the board left the alder- 
manic chamber with reluctant feet.

DO NOT HOARD SUGAR FOR CAN. 
N1NG 


Persons who now wish to purchase 
sugar for canning and preserving may 
do so by applying to the Board of 
Food Administration at the Newton 
Committee on Public Safety for a card 
issued for this purpose. 

For home canning, sugar may be 
purchased with a card in amounts not 
to exceed 25 pounds at one time. 

For canning clubs, sugar may be 
purchased with a card i namounts not 
to exceed 100 pounds at one time. 

With these cards everyone who 
wishes to use sugar for legitimate 
canning may obtain a supply sufficient 
for this purpose. Sugar thus ob- 
tained must not be used for other 
household purposes. 

If all the sugar obtained with a card 
is not used for canning purposes, It 
must be returned to the grocer from 
whom purchased, who must make a 
refund proportional to the amount of 
sugar returned. 

Cards will not be issued by local 
grocers. They can be had only from 
the Local Food Administrator at the 
office of the Newton Committee on 
Public Safety, and all questions rela- 
tive to this method of distributing 
must be referred to that office.

Newton’s contribution to the Red 
Cross War Fund has exceeded all an- 
ticipations of the executive committee 
in charge of the drive. Nearly throe 
hundred and fifty per cent, is the 
great, accomplishment. Belief in the 
Red Cross work, willingness to give 
on the part of the citizens, and well- 
organized effort by the village chair- 
men and the teams under their direc- 
tion, have made the wonderful results 
possible. 

The total of $222,000 has been reach- 
ed as we go to press, and there are 
still a number of unreported contri- 
butions which will help in raising that 
total probably another thousand dol- 
lars. It is not yet possible to obtain 
a correct list of me names of large 
givers, but we shall receive from 
Henry J. Nichols, executive chairman, 
a list of Newtonians who gave $100, 
and over, so that we may print it in 
next week’s issue of the Graphic. 

Nearly 600 men in Newton gave 
their time and efforts to collect this 
largo sum. Eleven village chairmen 
and 74 team leaders were in charge of 
500 solicitors for the fund. From the 
first rally at the Newton Club, when 
the leaders and teams received their 
instructions, supplies and inspiration 
from those in charge of the general 
work, there has been active work, in- 
tense interest, and high enthusiasm. 

At the Newton Club, where the 
headquarters were established through 
the courtesy of the executive com- 
mittee of the club, the several chair- 
men have been devoted to the re- 
quirements of the many men engaged 
in the work of solicitation, supplies 
being obtainable without delay, and 
advice being given by Messrs. Henry 
J. Nichols, executive chairman. James 
A. Stafford, vice chairman, William C. 
Bamburgh, publicity director, and 
Harry D. Cabot, director of the speak- 
ers’ bureau. Upon the shoulders of 
Nichols and Stafford has fallen the 
most intensive work of the campaign, 
each being in attendance every eve- 
ning. They have been assisted in the 
clerical work by Mrs. Woodbridge, 
Mrs. Titus, and Miss Blaisdell. and 


during a large part of the time by 
Horton S. Allen, whose expertness in 
accounting work lias been of great 
value to the committee. 

It is probable that nearly 8000 per- 
sons in Newton have contributed to 
the great amount obtained. Some gifts 
have been in the thousands, a large 
number over that figure being in the 
list, but the participation by givers of 
small amounts has been the most sat- 
isfactory feature of the campaign. 
Some families with seven or even nine 
members are recorded with a gift from 
each one. One family with a cat. has 
the cat’s name recorded ; another fam- 
ily with a bull terrier has that ani- 
mal’s name on the list; and many 
families whose servants were near 
when the solicitor called are rep- 
resented by the complete list. 

The teams have had much friendly 
rivalry among themselves, but the 
greatest interest has been in the ac- 
complishments of the various villages. 
It was expected that Newton Corner, 
West Newton, and Chestnut Hill dis- 
trict would be the leaders, but the 
actual standing of the villages gave a 
great deal of zest to the work of the 
solicitors as well as the village chair- 
men. It seems well-established, now, 
that Newton Corner under the leader- 
ship of Oliver M. Fisher, won in the 
total amount contributed— a sum ex- 
ceeding $55,000. The next in stand- 
ing is West Newton.under the chair- 
manship of Frederick S. Pratt, and 
the third place is taken by Chestnut 
Hill, with A. Winsor Weld as chair- 
man. both sections contributing over 
$50,000 each.

in the industrial drive the manufac- 
tories did splendid work, plants like 
the Shepheard W’orsted Mills, Silver 
Lake Company. Saxony Mills. Martin 
Manufacturing Co., contributing 100 
per cent of employees, the Gamewell 
Company doing likewise with a total 
of $1038. Newton firemen, and many 
small organizations were also liberal. 

Complete figures cannot be given 
until next week, when the contribu- 
tions of a number of citizens who 
have been absent from Newton during 
the campaign are received. Chair- 
man Nichols desires it nown that all 
who have not yet given to the fund 
may do so by mailing checks or 
pledges to him at the Red Cross head- 
quarters, Newton Club. Newtonville. if 
the address of village chairman, team 
leader or solicitor happens to be un- 
known. 

Perhaps the most notable feature 
of the campaign was the contest 
which came during the last few- days, 
when the New England general com- 
mittee instituted a bidding for the 
privilege of naming one of the war 
vessels now on the stocks at an At- 
lantic coast shipyard. Mayor Childs, 
in the name of several prominent 
Newtonians made a bid of $6,000 for 
the privilege, there being three other 
cities which bid in the contest. New- 
ton’s bid was highest, so that one of | 
the ships will bear the name, “City of 
Newton.” 

Many important results will come 
from thlis wtell -organized campaign. 
One feature alone can be announced 
now. A tabulated card index of the 
names of all givers and the amounts 
given has been made so that future 
campaign committes will have that 
information at hand at the outset of 
a campaign. The salesmanship of the 
team members was carefully planned, 
and the benefit of that direction and 
information* will be retained for later 
use also. There were many experi- 
ences with citizens who declined to 
give to the fund, for reasons which 
seem almost incredible, and those also 
will be tabulated upon the card index 
for use in succeeding campaigns.

AUBURN DALE STUDY CLUB 


The May meeting of the Auburndale 
Study Club was held at the Walker 
Missionary Home on Hancock street, 
Thursday evening, May 23d.

Some sweeping 
statements were made rather difficult 
to reconcile with the present attitude 
of many of the Spanish-American 
states, but the talk was most interest- 
ing and instructive. 

Master John Heibeck played two 
violin solos; an orchestra conducted 
by Miss N. Chapin rendered several 
selections and the program was fol- 
lowed by a social hour and an oppor- 
tunity for the club members and their 
guests to meet Dr. Nicholas.

"The Attractiveness of the Cross” 
was the title of the following sermon, 
which was from the text: John 12:32, 
"And I. if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto myself.” 

Christ was always attractive. As 
a babe in the manger he drew the 
shepherds from their flocks and the 
wise men from afar; as a child of 
twelve in the Temple, he attracted the 
doctors of the law by his knowledge 
of spiritual things; as a man in his 
ministry he drew the multitudes who 
heard him gladly and who marveled 
at his power; hut upon the cross he 
has attracted all men. 

I. The Cross attracts the world’s 
thought. There is no work that God 
has done which has called forth the 
thought of the world that the Atone- 
ment has. Men have studied astron- 
omy and followed the stately step- 
pings of God in the sky; they have 
pried into the secrets of geology as 
they have thought God’s thoughts over 
after Him; certain generations have 
been peculiarly scientific, as the one 
which was dominated by Darwin; but 
the life and death of Christ have at- 
tracted more thought than all other 
thepies combined. There have been 
books enough written to fill alcove 
after alcove in the world’s libraries 
in an attempt to interpret that life and 
appraise that death. When any new 
line of thought absorbs a generation, 
it is valued by the gospel of Christ. 
We come upon an age that is dis- 
tinctly social and men turn to the 
study of the social significance of the 
teachings of Jesus; the world is 
plunged in war and men ask anew 
what attitude Jesus took on the sub- 
ject; Christ is ever vital to the world’s 
thought. 

The very fact that there are so 
many theories of the Atonement 
shows what an attractive theme it has 
been. Perhaps no two of us have 
just the same theory of the Atonement 
but each of us has been held by its 
contemplation. Listen to what some 
of the world’s great men have said: 
Napoleon said: "Comparison is im- 
possible between Jesus and any other 
being in the world. He is truly a 
being by himself. In every other life 
than this what imperfections, what in- 
consistencies! Near as I may ap- 
proach and close as I may examine, 
he remains great with a greatness 
that crushes me.” 

Theodore Parker, that princely 
preacher of another generation, 
said: “Jesus unites in himself 

the sublimest precepts and divinest 
practices, and pours out a doctrine 
beautiful as light, sublime as heaven 
and true as God. Philosophers, 
poets, prophets, rabbis, he rises above 
them all the mightiest heart that ever 
beat.” 

Rousseau, the great Frenchman 
who was so far ahead of his time that 
many thought him insane, and who 
lived when infidelity was rampant in 
France, said: “What sweetness and 
purity of manners, what sublimity in 
his maxims, how great the command 
over his passions! Socrates, receiv- 
ing the cup of poison, blessed the 
weeping executioner who adminis- 
tered it. But Jesus, in the midst of 
excruciating tortures, prayed, for his 
merciless tormentors. Yes, if the life 
and death of Socrates were those of a 
sage, the life and death of Jesus are 
those of a God." 

Thus the life and death of Christ 
have attracted the thought of men 
through the ages. 

II. Te Cross also attracts the 
world’s love. There are multitudes

who are not deep thinkers, who have 
no theory of the Atonement, who kneel 
before the Cross in love. There is no 
other shrine on earth where so many 
are drawn by the power of love. 

Unselfishness is always attractive. 
The martyr’s death compels our at 
tent ion. The world today Is being 
moved by the martyr spirit as men arc 
leaving their homes to give their lives 
for humanity, and whole nations are 
entering the lists of the martyrs, will- 
ing to die for principle. But a mar 
tyr’s death means infinitely more to 
us when we can feel that he died for 
us. Belf)ium 'becomes immortal 
she laid down her life to save Paris 
and London and America. 

Our theories of the Atonement may 
he dim and divergent, hut we feel that 
there is something personal in it. 
There is a response in our hearts 
when we sing that stanza: 

"We may not know, we cannot tell, 

What pains he had to bear; 

But we believe it was for us 

He hung and suffered there.” 

At the close of the Civil War a man 
was seen erecting a modest headstone 
in the national cemetery at Lookout 
Mountain, In answer to inquiry he 
said that he was drafted in the course 
of the war. and a neighbor who had 
no home ties to hold him volunteered 
to take his place. He fell in the bat- 
tle of Lookout Mountain, and the 
little monument bore his name and 
the words, “He died for me.” So we 
set up our memorial of the Christ, 
and on it the confession “He died for 
me.” 

We must not forget that the Cross 
is the attractive force that will win 
the world. A boy went into a hard- 
ware store to work and the first day 
he spilled a box of tacks on the floor. 
In his haste to gather them up before 
his employer should see him, he 
bruised his hands. Looking up he 
saw the employer standing over him, 
looking at his bleeding hands, as he 
said, “Why don’t you take the mag- 
net,” and reaching for a largo horse- 
shoe magnet he swept it around the 
floor and had the tacks back in the 
box in a moment. So we try to save 
men by picking them up ourselves; 
we try to correct the trend of the 
world by our own efforts, and we are 
bruised and bleeding. If we will only 
take the Magnet; if we will hold up 
the Cross of Christ, men will be re- 
claimed and the world redeepied. 
And I, if I he lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto myself.” 


PATRIOTIC RALLY 

The usual opening of Norumbega 
Park was made the occasion this year 
for a grand patriotic rally and an ap- 
peal for the Red Cross Fund. It was 
held on Saturday night and the big 
auditorium was completely filled with 
the crowd which turned out. 

Besides the speeches, there were 
some excellent official moving pictuies 
of the war and of the ruins in North- 
ern France and the singing of patri- 
otic songs. 

Mr. William F. Garcelon, chairman 
of the Committee of Public Safety, pre- 
sided and introduced the speakers with 
his customary skill and grace. 

Lieut. Governor Coolidge brought to 
the audience the greetings of the Com- 
monwealth in a clear cut and forceful 
manner. 

But the audience was there to see 
and hear Sergt. W. A. Wellman of the 
French flying corps and when he was 
presented by Mr. Garcelon, was re- 
ceived with hearty applause and three 
cheers. Sergt Wellman is not an ora- 
tor, hut his straightforward account of 
his experiences across the water, his 
appeal for the Red Cross Fund and the 
work the Red Cross is doing in France 
and his description of a battle in the 
air was received with the deepest in- 
terest and when he had finished he was 
given another ovation. 

Mr. William H. Kenney of Leomin- 
ster, who had been awarded the prized 
“croix de guerre” for 75 hours of con- 
tinuous work under fire at the battle 
of Verdun, told of his work with the 
ambulance corps and his philosophical 
observations were keen and interesting. 
He exhibited several helmets, gas 
masks and similar articles at the close 
of liis address.

95 CENT GAS 


The Board of Gas and Electric Light 
Commissioners lias granted the peti- 
tion of the Newton & Watertown Gas 
Light Company to increase the price 
of gas from 85 to 95 cents per 1000 
cubic feet. 

At the same time the Board ap- 
proved a contract between the New- 
ton A: Watertown Gas I^ght Company 
and the Bo&lon Consolidated Gas 
Companies which increases the price 
paid by the local company for gas at 
wholesale from 45 to 55 cents per 
1000. The contract calls for eighty 
million cubic feet of gas per mouth 
and is in force until April 1, 1919. 

The Board fixes the retail price of 
gas at 95 cents per 1000 foot “for the 
duration of the war uuless meantime 
otherwise ordered.”

LARIYEE REINSTATED 


A decision handed down Saturday 
by the full bench of the Supreme 
Court declares that Frank W. Larivee 
of Newton Upper Falls is still a mem- 
ber of the Newton Police Department.

The reprint below is from the Bos- 
ton Herald of May 20: 

“The nourishment of our children. 
This war is a long grim business. 
Perfect conditions at the front depend 
on right conditions among the civilian 
population behind the lines. One 
thing that must be avoided is the un- 
dermining by undernourishment. In 
building up children milk is the prime 
faetbr. For them it has no substi- 
tute. Note, then, these figures given 
out by the State Board of Agricul- 
ture: 

Milk brought to Boston: 

From Dec. 1, 1916 to Apr. 1. 1917 

45.749.709 quarts 

From Dec. 1, 1917 to Apr. 1. 191S 

41.607.891 quarts 


Decrease 4.146.81S quarts 

Such a process if continued means 
oncoming undernourishment. 

There should be In all schools, 
clinics where every pupil is weighed 
and measured by state officials, aided 
by local physicians: school luncheon 
should be provided for all mal-nour- 
ished children, and for all others that 
could be persuaded to use them. 

Four cents will furnish a lunch of 
adquate nourishment. Most children 
can pay this. 

Through the children the mothers 
can learn scientific eating. Dull as 
it sounds it must be learned. To let 
the milk consumption of Boston de- 
crease over 4,000,000 quarts in four 
months is unscientific eating that no 
community can afford. 

Every woman who sees this should 
visit Dr. Emerson’s mal-nutrition 
clinic at the Massachusetts General 
Hospital at 10.30 every Wednesday 
and see how simple nutrition, and 
then go back to her town, get the 
children scientifically examined and 
scientifically fed. It is not an im- 
possible task — and it is a vital one.” 

Since this was printed, we are in- 
formed that a plan is on foot to over- 
come the undernourishment of chil- 
dren in some such way as above.

In fact, he Is very 
much like his predecessor, Viscount 
James Bryce, and has no patience with 
the new- rich and other artificially glid- 
ed society. Although story telling Is a 
luxury for the overburdened diplomat, 
a story he told some time ago Is timely, 
In that It Is applicable to the war mil- 
lionaires, of which every warring na- 
tion seems to have a big quota.

DEADLY WEAPON OF WARFARE 


German Albatross Is Probably the 

Most Powerful Machine That Has 
Yet Been Developed. 

The tendenev In airplanes has been 
to run to two extremes — for fighting, 
as small and fast as possible; and 
for bombing, as large nnd powerful 
as possible. In n three-seated, one 
passenger sits out In front mounted 
in n machine-gun turret. The pilot 
comes next, immediately behind the 
motor, while the second passenger sits 
behind him mounted in nnother ma- 
chine-gun turret. This airplane Is 
capable of carrying many bunded 
pounds of explosives nnd. being very 
fast nnd heavily armed, generally ac- 
complishes Its mission. 

The German nlbntross is capable of 
a horizontal speed of 300 kilometers 
(about 187 miles) an hour. It Is a 
single seater and cnrrles three ma- 
chine guns, which, being controlled by 
the motor, shoot automatically nnd si- 
multaneously through the propeller. 
The sight of these weapons converges 
at approximately 50 yards In front of 
the airplane, making the chance of 
hitting the opponent three times ns 
sure. The motor is equipped with an 
electric self-starter. It has also elec- 
trical devices for keeping the water 
warm In t lie radiator while flying nt 
great heights. The wing surface is 
less than 20 squnre yards. — Scribner's.

The latter were members of two 
wealthy families In Stockholm, and the 
handsomely engraved missive included 
an invitation to a banquet at one of 
the finest hotels in the Swedish capital! 
It was in a notation nt the bottom 
page that the hand of war manifested 
itself, in these words: “Please bring 
your bread curds.” This meant, of 
course, that well-to-do hosts at a wed- 
ding could not provide their guests 
with bread, except in restricted 
amounts nnd in the manner prescribed 
by law. — Popular Mechanics Magazine. 


Spitzbergen Rich Land. 

Spitsbergen, virtually the only “No 
Man’s Land" of any value left on the 
earth, promises to present an impor- 
tant question after the war ends. Jut- 
ting up from one of Europe’s most 
northerly points toward the regions of 
perpetual lee, Spitzbergen received 
little attention from world powers, 
even those near hy, until Its important 
mineral resources were revealed. By 
some it is said the country will prove 
to In* a second Alaska in the surprises 
awaiting its complete exploration and 
study. 

Goal in apparently unlimited quan- 
tities. easily mined without shafting, 
abounds in Spitzbergen. Besides there 
are found deposits of iron ore, marble, 
copper ore, iron and copper pyrites, 
molybdenum, guieuu, zinc blende and 
other minerals. 


Use of Cement Increasing. 

The popularity of cement as a build- 
ing material muy be shown in figures, 
in a period of 15 yeurs the cement 
output in the United Stales has In- 
creased from 17,000,000 barrels to 05,- 
000,000. This is an increase of over 
OOO per cent. With steel a produet 
which it is extremely dillieult to se- 
cure at the present time, there is a 
great demand for cement lo replace 
steel to some extent. — Milwaukee 
Jouruul.

All those who attended the Mg Suff- 
rage Rally at the Boston Opera House 
last Saturday night do not now need to 
be convineed that suffrage is a war 
measure whatever opinions to the con- 
trary they may have previously held. 
Both Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt. presi- 
dent of the National American Woman 
Suffrage Association, and Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw, the honorary president, 
laid particular stress on the fact that 
perfect democracy is not achieved so 
long ns one sex is not permit ted to vote. 
Eliliu Root has snid. "The world can- 
not ho half democratic nnd half auto- 
cratic. It must be all democratic or 
all Prussian. There can be no com- 
promise." In the same way no country 
can attain true democracy until all the 
people vote. Since the wnr began the 
countries of Europe one nfter another 
have been extending the right of suff- 
rage to women nnd we, claiming to be 
the greatest democracy of the world, 
cannot come to the pence table when 
the war is over as such, unless we, too, 
have granted women the right to vote. 
Thnt is the position which President 
Wilson has taken. It is certainly the 
one which the United States Senate 
should take and the one which the 
House of Representatives has taken in 
its passage of the amendment a few 
weeks since. Our own senators are 
blocking the wheels and the speakers 
did not hesitate to say so. A speedy 
passage by the Senate and an equnlly 
speedy ratification by the States will 
settle a matter now before the country 
forty years and release active workers 
for the great readjustment after the 
war is over. The present anomaly of 
one woman because she lives in Massa- 
chusetts, being deprived of her voice in 
the government, while her sisters and 
mother living in suffrage states may 
do so, or of being able to vote in one 
state and losing the privilege when 
she moves to a non-suffrage state, is 
one of inconsistencies of making suff- 
rage a states' rights matter. Let us 
speed on the passage of the Susan B, 
Anthony amendment.

THRIFT CLUB RALLY 

Interesting Exercises Held at Classical 
High School 

One of the largest patriotic rallies 
ever held in this city was that, held 
last week Thursday afternoon in the 
assembly hall of the Classical High 
School, when the "Thrift Army” from 
the Bigelow, Stearns, and Peirce 
schools gathered in the assembly hall 
of the Classical High School. 

All present were tremendously sur- 
prised that so strong an organization 
could havo been formed within the 
comparatively short space of two 
months, and were also surprised to 
witness what the children had accom- 
plished.

ANOTHER PEST 

The leaf roller, a tree pest but little 
known in this part of the country, has 
made its appearance in Newton and 
is giving City Forester W. W. Colton 
a lot of trouble as the matter in 
which the worm works nearly defies 
its extinction by spraying. It hatches 
early in May, works its way into the 
opening buds on the trees and when 
the leaves form either rolls itself in- 
side a leaf or spins a fine web that 
covers it completely while it feeds. 
All sorts of trees are attacked, but the 
pest prefers the oak. 

So far it has invaded Auburndale. 
Newton Highlands, Newton Centre, 
Xewtonville, and Chestnut Hill. The 
Forestry Department is making use of 
a solution of nicotine sulphate in fight- 
ing the pest, which is a tiny green 
worm, like a caterpillar, hut more de- 
structive than the gypsy or brown- 
tail moths.

HELP WIN TIIE WAR 

Which of these practical wnys of 
war saving are you already using? 

England has been saving between 
fifteen and twenty million dollars a 
week In labor and material by such 
economies as arc suggested here. We 
must betfin these economies NOW. 
We must not prolong the war through 
stupid inability to profit by the expe- 
rience of others. 

Consider what you would do if you 
suddenly found your income reduced 
certain amount. How would you 
save if you were compelled to snve? 
Will any of these ways help you? 

1. At home do you put out all un- 
necessary electric lights and gns 
lights? 

Most of the electricity and gns 
which we use at home is made by 
burning coal. Save by beginning the 
day with the sun. 

2. Do you keep the temperature in 
your house <Jown to 68 degrees and 
see that there is sufficient humidity in 
the air? 

This saves heat and improves 
henlth. 

3. Do you avoid unnecessary 
travel? 

The government has already called 
upon citizens to take no unnecessary 
trips on railroads. The railroads are 
needed for war service, both passen- 
ger and freight. Think before you 
go! 

4. Do you save gasoline, rubber 
and skilled labor by cutting out all 
unnecessary use of motor cars? 

Gasoline is one of the most impor- 
tant war supplies. Every gallon 
counts. Rubber is also in demand. 
Chauffeurs are needed on government 
work. 

5. Do you save the time of your 
friends and the labor of the telephone 
company by cutting out unnecessary 
telephone conversations? 

Later we may be asked to avoid all 
but business and emergency calls be- 
tween certain hours. The govern- 
ment needs the telephone in its war 
work. Let us keep off the lines! 

6. Do you buy only clothing that is 
necessary, and which will wear well? 
Are you wearing out your old things? 

By so doing you are saving lajior 
and material that should be employed 
for war work. 

7. Are you making simplicity in 
dress and living your motto? 

The simpler your clothes the great- 
er the saving in making and launder- 
ing. To dress or live extravagantly 
in war times is not only unpatriotic, 
it is bad form. 

8. Are you cutting down on amuse- 
ments? 

Recreation is necessary, but many 
amusements nowadays cost money, 
and we should lend our spare money 
to the government to be used in prac- 
tical ways for winning the war. So 
far as you can, get your amusement 
more out of doors and out of your 
brains and not out of your pocket- 
book. Read more, use the public li- 
braries and the museums. 

9. Are you foregoing personal lux- 
uries? 

This applies to any expenditure not 
essential to your health or efficiency 
or to the health or efficiency of your 
friends. 

10. Have you more sweaters and 
woolen clothes than you actually 
need? 

The war demand for woolen sweat- 
ers has only just begun. If you have 
any you can spare, pass them on to 
those who need them and so save 
drawing on the limited supply of wool. 
Do not knit articles not needed by 
you or by those to whom they are 
sent as gifts. 

11. Have you closed ofT rooms not 
in constant use? 

This is an effective way of saving 
labor, coal and light. 

12. Do you produce anything 

If not* you can, by your economies. 

or by doing without personal service, 
be just as useful by releasing some- 
one else who can produce. 

13. Do you refrain from unneces- 
sary repairs and improvements? 

Do only what is necessary to keep 
things from going to pieces. Don’t 
worry about shabbiness in war time. 

14. Do you carefully save tin foil, 
bottle tops and tubes, old rubber ar- 
ticles, newspapers, wrapping paper, 
and twine? 

All these are of war value if there 
is a practical way of disposing of 
them in your locality. 

15. Do you shop when you do not 
need to? 

Every separate transaction involves 
the labor of several different people — 
salesmen, packers, bookkeepers — in 
addition to that of the manufacturer. 
Remember that laying in a supply for 
the future may he good housekeeping 
in peace times — in war times it is un- 
patriotic, hoarding, and hinders the 


government. Don't question whether 
you can afTord it. but whether the 
country can afford to let you have it. 

16. When you go shopping, do you 
carry home as much as possible? 

This saves labor. Tell the sales- 
man you want no extra wrappings. 

17. Have you put away all your 
unnecessary silver and bric-a-hrnc, or 
anything which requires labor in 
cleaning? 

This saves time, which can be used 
for war knitting or Red Cross work. 

18. If you nre so placed that you 
have several servants, have you care- 
fully considered whether you can in 
any way cut down the number or sub- 
stitute women’s work for men’s, in- 
doors or out? 

The government Is in great need of 
men for shipbuilding, transportation, 
fnrming, etc., and of women to take 
thpir places, and in the finer grades of 
war work. 

19. Are you buying War Savings 
Stamps, so that you can help the 
government with every twenty-five 
cents in cash you save? Can you not 
start each child and member of your 
household filling a Thrift Card or a 
War Savings Certificate? 

You can buy these at every bank or 
post office. Remember that $4.12 to 
$4.23 invested in 1918 means $5.00 re- 
turned to you in 1923. 

20. Have you planned your war 
garden for the coming spring? 

War gardens are usually on land 
which would not be used otherwise. 
Food from your garden is more pal- 
atable. relieves labor, and does not 
have to be transported. Last year’s 
gardens saved the food situation. 

If you are unwilling to do your 
share in these or equally effective 
ways, you put yourself in the same 
class with the healthy young man who 
refuses to serve his country. 

Do you let the war and the war 
economies make you gloomy? The 
world has no use nowadays for any- 
one who can npt serve at homo with 
the same high courage, cheerfulness, 
and gallantry that we expect of our 
men in t he trenches. 

To Cleanse Fur of a Cat. 

Take a large cupful of granulated 
corn meal, add pinch of fine grape 
seed. Place cat on apron or other 
cloth, then rub meal gently and thor- 
oughly through the fur, gathering the 
meal up and repeating three or four 
times This will heal and leave skin 
perfectly clean and the fur soft and 
luxuriant. Will also remove fleas.
